DR. EINSTEIN COMING 
10 U. S, VISAS GIVEN 


To Sail Dec. 10, as Scheduled, 
for California by Way of 
Panama Canal.

BERLIN, Dec. 6.— Dr. Albert 
Einstein was informed this morn- 
ing that the United States State 
Department had granted him and 
his wife permission to come to the 
United States, and they said they 
would leave for the United States 
Dec. 10, as scheduled.

ground that Dr. Einstein belonged 
to Communist organizations, an ob- 
jection that was forwarded to Ber- 
lin. 

The news of the State Depart- 
ment’s action reached Frau Ein- 
stein at the Einstein summer home 
at Caputh. 

That's splendid,” she said. “From 
the deluge of cables reaching us 
last night and this morning, we 
know Americans of all classes were 
deeply disturbed over the case. The 
professor and I assure you we were 
quite determined last night to turn 
our backs on America forever. Now 
that the visa has been straightened 
out, of course, we can leave as 
scheduled.” 

Granting of permission followed 
the appearance of the Einsteins be- 
fore the United States Consul-Gen- 
eral here for questioning. 

The professor, whose theories of 
relativity have helped revolutionize 
mathematics in recent years, was 
asked the usual routine questions 
put to persons going to the United 
States. When the Consul-General 
started asking about his political 
affiliations, the professor became 
indignant, and demanded to know 
what the proceedings were about. 

Frau Einstein was even more in- 
dignant. She denied her husband 
was a Communist, declaring he 
had no political faith except that 
he was a confirmed pacifist. 

“My husband felt so deeply 
humiliated,” Frau Einstein ex- 
planned, He did not feel he could 
go.“ 

“At the same time he keenly re- 
gretted that his decision to cancel 
his engagements in the United 
States might cause difficulties for 
the institutions under whose aus. 
pices he is going to America, and 
that he must forego the pleasures 
of working with his American col- 
leagues.” f 

Later the Consul-General tele- 
phoned that the Einstein visa was 
ready in Berlin whenever the Ein- 
steins wanted it. 

Prof. Einstein plans to go to Call- 
fornia first by way of the Panama 
Canal for study at Mount Wilson 
Observatory. Later he will become 
head of the school of mathematics 
of the Institute for Advanced Study 
at Princeton University. His 
Princeton appointment is for life. 

Adolf Hitler's National Socialist 
newspaper, Voelkischer Beobachter, 
commended the action of the wom- 
en’s Patriot Corporation of Amer- 
ica in demanding exclusion of Prof. 
Einstein. 

“We congratulate the American 
women for demanding Einstein's 
exclusion,” the paper said. “We 
hope they succeed, though we do 
not want to keep the Jewish Bol- 
shevist, Einstein, in Germany.”

OWNER IS KILLED 
ABOARD YACHT AT 
LONG BEACH, CAL. 


Walter Wanderwell Called 
From Dining Salon, Shot 
in Back—Eight Men, Sev- 
en Women Held. 


HAD BEEN PLANNING 
ROUND-WORLD CRUISE 


All of the Passengers and 
Members of Crew Detain- 
ed as Material Witnesses 
Pending Inquiry.

LONG BEACH, Cal., Dec. 6. 
Eight women and seven men, pas- 
sengers or members of the crew of 
the 110-foot round-the-world yacht 
Carma, were booked at the Long 
Beach city jail as material wit- 
nesses today in the mysterious kill- 


ing of Capt. Walter Wanderwell, 
globe trotter. 

Wanderwell was slain aboard the 
vessel last night after he was called 
from the dining salon by a man 
who appeared at a screened port 
hole and asked for the captain. 
Companions, with whom he was 
discussing a round-the-world 
cruise, found him in his cabin, shot 
in the back, his right hand cover- 
ing his face and a bunch of keys 
dangling from his left hand. 

Those held are Lord Edward Eu- 
gene Montague, London, England; 
Mary and Marion Smith of Atlanta, 
Ga.; Florence Wegel, Los Angeles; 
Nellie Parks, Boston; Forrest Plum- 
mer, Hollywood; E. W. Owen, Los 
Angeles; Jack Craig, Hollywood; 
Capt. James Farris, Portland, Ore.; 
Miss Ruth Loucks, Portland, Ore.; 
Cuthbert Wills and Mrs. Wills, Los 
Angeles; Edmund Zeranski, Holly- 
wood; Miss Eugenia Noble, Los 
Angeles, and Miss Aline Allen, Los 
Angeles. 

Only four of the passengers, the 
Smith sisters, Wills and Zeranski, 
were said to have been aboard the 
yacht when Wanderwell was slain. 
The remainder of the party was 
detained when they returned from 
a theater ashore. 

Thirty rifles stored for the in- 
tended ocean voyage were intact. 
Police reported the fatal wound 
was caused by a revolver bullet. 

Wanderwell’s two children were 
asleep in a cabin only a few doors 
from the room where he was slain. 
Mrs. Wanderwell was visiting 
friends in Hollywood. 

Wanderwell, whose real name 
Government records show was Va- 
larian Johannes Tieczynski and 
who was said to have been in- 
terned as an alien at Atlanta, Ga., 
during the war, kad recently pur- 
chased the Carma, a former liquor 
runner, at a Government auction. 

The Carma was to sail this week 
for Honolulu on the first leg of the 
round-the-world voyage. 

Wanderwell had organized the 
trip despite the ruling of port au- 


thorities that his craft was unse a- 


worthy. Officials explained they 
were powerless to stop him because 
his prospective passengers, who 
responded to newspaper advertise- 
ments, signed on as members of the 
crew. 

He bought the boat, once valued 
at $75,000, for $2200. Because he was 
not a United States citizen, his six- 
year-old daughter, Valry, was regis- 
tered as the legal owner. She was 
born in Miami, Fla. 

World trips are not new to Wan- 
derwell. For eight years he trav- 
eled about the globe with his wife, 
Aloha, filming travelogues. At dif- 
ferent times he virtually circled 
the world by automobile and bi- 
cycle, his wanderings forming the 
subject for extensive lecture tours. 

On several occasions since 1917 
he was investigated by Federal au- 
thorities, and in March, 1925, was 
fined $200 for wearing a Sam 
Browne belt, a’violation of the Na- 
tional Defense act. At the time 
of that trial here, the court was 
petitioned to make Aloha a ward 
of the Juvenile Court, but the pair 
later were married. 


$56,000 JUDGMENT AGAINST

TROTZKY HURRIEDLY ESCORTED 
ACROSS FRANCE ON WAY HOME 


Extensive Guard of Police Accom- 
panies Russian Exile and Party 
Through Paris.

PARIS, Dec. 6.—Leon Trotzky, 
exiled’ Russian Bolshevik, and his 
party were hurried across France 
today by the same extensive police 
escort that saw them through on 
their way to Copenhagen recently. 
Trotzky is returning to his home 
of exile on Prinkipo Island in the 
Sea of Marmora. He lectured in 
Copenhagen. 

The Trotzky party arrived at 
Dunkirk at 5:30 a. m. aboard the 
steamer Bernstorff and entrained 
immediately for Paris, where they 
were met by a police guard, which 
wished to “prevent any attempt 
against the Russian.” 

Trotzky issued a statement to 
the press, about the refusal of po- 
lice at Antwerp to permit him to 
disembark there. “Our sojourn in: 
Antwerp,” the statement said, 
“must have caused authorities some 
anxiety, which remained for us en- 
tirely enigmatic. The mobilization 
of police forces appeared a little 
disproportionate to the ‘danger.’” 

The party was unceasingly ac- 
companied and protected by the 
police in its dash across Paris in 
automobiles to catch a train for 
Marseilles. The police kept the 
crowds of curious moving and 
pulled down the curtains to Trotz- 
ky’s compartment. There were no 
untoward incidents.

— The 
probability of an extra session of 
the next Congress loomed large to- 
day as a result of the rejection yes- 
terday by the House of the Garner 
resolution for “naked repeal” of 
the eighteenth amendment by a 
vote of 272 to 144. A change of 
only six votes would have given the 


resubmission measure the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority. 

The issue was determined by the 
81 negative votes cast by the “lame- 
duck” members — Representatives 
who were repudiated at the polls 
last month. Of these, 70 were 
Republicans and 11 were Demo- 
crats. 

How House Voted. 

Those who voted against re- 
peal yesterday were: 

Thirty-three Democrats 
elected last month, 

Eleven Democrats defeated in 
the election last month. 

Seventy Republicans who were 
not re-elected last month. 

Thirty Republicans who were 
re-elected. 

All told, 168 Democrats, 103 
Republicans and one Farmec- 
Labor member voted for repeal.

14 for repeal and two against, 
the two nay voters being by 
Hopkins and Maniove, Republi- 
cans, defeated in the last election. 
The Missourians voting for repeal 
were: Democrats—Romijue, Jozier, 
Milligan, Shannon, Dickinson, John- 
son, Nelson, Cannon, Cochran, Wil- 
liams, Fulbright, Barton.

We 
lost the votes of 10 Republicans 
who had been reported willing to 
vote for repeal.” 


Speaker Garner would not com- 
ment on the possibility of an extra 
session as a result of yesterday’s 
defeat of his resolution.

No Request for Delay. 

The council said a new accord 
should be based on the recent dec- 
larations” of President Hoover and 
President-elect Roosevelt and 
should take into account Italy’s 
present situation and rights. 

Italy had failed to join France, 
England and other European na- 
tions in sending notes to the Unit- 
ed States for reconsideration of the 
payments due this month.

The Council’s decision was ex- 
pressed in a communique which 
said payments should be made “as 
long as nothing interferes.” While 
this appeared as a form of reser- 
vation, the wording indicated it 
was meant only as a safeguard 
and did not alter the fact that the 
decision was for payment. 


Communique on Debts. 


Part of the communique refer- 
ring to the debts said: 

“The Council, while other ele- 
ments do not interfere and so that 
succeeding discussions of the Ital- 
jan war debts may take place in 
an atmosphere of reciprocal un- 
derstanding, invites the Govern- 
ment to pay the amount falling 
due Dec. 15, totaling $1,245,437, 
equivalent to nearly 24,000,000 lire, 
and to initiate without delay nec- 
essary negotiations so that before 
the next payment falls due, June 
15, 1933, a new accord may be 
reached based on recent declara- 
tions of Hoover and Roosevelt, 
which will take into account Italy’s 
situation, its situation of right and 
fact, which, for universal reasons 
well known to the Government of 
the United States, no longer are the 
same as in the years in which the 
first accord was concluded, which 
accord has been until now punc- 
tually respected by the Italian 
Government.” 


Favors Ultimate Cancelation. 


The Council's decision on the 
war debts is tantamount to a Gov- 
ernment pronouncement.

Slovakia has made a second appeal 
to the United States for relief from 
the Dec. 15 debt payment.

Beer Bill Veto Certain. 


Passage of a beer bill by the 
House is likely, but the ultimate 
fate of such a measure in the pres- 
ent Congress is extremely proble- 
matical. If both branches pass a 
beer bill, there will still remain the 
chance of a presidential veto, and it 
appears virtually certain now that 
the two-thirds majority necessary to 
pass the bill over the veto could 
not be mustered. President Hoover 
has not publicly stated his views on 
beer legislation, but most of the 
leaders at the Capitol are con- 
vinced that a 4 per cent bill, at 
any rate, would be disapproved by 
him on the ground of unconstitu- 
tionality. 

In the next session, as Speaker 
Garner says, the Democrats will 
have enough of their own members 
to meet the two-thirds majority re- 
quirement in the House.

President in Message 
Urges General Sales Tax

found if the budget is to be bat- 
anced. The selected taxes written 
into the last revenue bill, he says, 
not only have failed to produce the 
hoped-for revenue, but are “in 
many ways unjust and discrimina- 
tory.” 

Details of the sales tav recom- 
mendation, it is expected, will be 
given in the budget message to be 
delivered to Congress tomorrow. 

A similar recommendation was 
made by the President and the 
Treasury to Congress last spring, 
but was voted down. Sentiment for 
the sales tax as a budget-balancing 
expedient appears to have grown 
in Congress since that time. 

The President asks that the com- 
pulsory furlough system which 
Congress put into effect through 
the economy bill at the last session 
be continued. The system, he ays, 
is tantamount to the five-day week 
and hence embraces the desirable 
“spread work” principle. Feeling 
however, that Government work- 
ers should make a further sacri- 
fice, he recommends a temporary 
11 per cent cut in that part of all 
Government salaries over 31000. 
The effect of this reduction, he 
says, when added to the 81-3 per 
cent reduction made by the fur- 
lough plan, would be an average 
cut of 14.8 per cent in the salaries 
of all employes receiving over 
$1000. 

Budget Recommendations. 


The President says that, in the 
budget soon to be handed to Con- 
gress, he will show proposed re- 
ductions of over $830,000,000, which, 
however, will be offset to the ex- 
tent of about $250,000,000 by an in- 
crease in “uncontrollable items, 
such as increased debt services, 
etc.” In addition, he says that, 
under the authority given him by 
the last session, he will soon issue 
executive orders grouping or con- 
solidating over 50 agencies of the 
Government, and that, if these or- 
ders are permitted to go into ef- 
fect, further “substantial econo- 
mies” will be brought about. The 
act of Congress provides that these 
orders shall become effective at the 
end of 60 days if Congress in the 
meantime has not voted them 
down. 

As to veterans’ legislation, which 
will be further dealt with in the 
budget message, the President says 
there should be no reduction in al- 
lowances for war-connected disa- 
bilities, or in the allowances for 
other disabilities In cases of vet- 
erans with substantial service who 
have become totally disabled and 
who are at the same time without 
other support.” But he says that 
certain other payments, the result 
of “ill-considered legislation,” 
should be stopped. 


Banking System Reform. 


Declaring that the banking sys- 
tem of the country not only has 
failed to meet the economic emer- 
gency but has actually, through its 
inadequacy, augmented the national 
distress, the President says it is im- 
perative that thorough-going re- 
form be undertaken without delay. 
He is not referring, he says, to in- 
dividual banks and bankers, but to 
a system so organized that in a 
crisis its “very mechanism jeop- 
ardizes or paralyzes the action of 
sound banks.” 

He cites the huge growth in bank 
failures (4665, with $3;300,000,000 in 
deposits, since Jan. 1, 1930) and 
contrasts this condition with the 
stability of the banking systems of 
Great Britain, which has not had 
a single bank failure during the 
depression, and of Canada. Bank- 
ing reforms, the President empha- 
sizes, are the first requisites to tur- 
ther recovery in agriculture and 
business, and he sees no reason 
why they should not be. undertaken 
at the present session. He adds 
that “inflation of currency or gov- 
ernmental conduct of banking can 
have no part in these reforms.” In 
addition to a rewriting of the bank- 
ing laws, he urges changes in the 
Federal farm loan banking system 
and in the joint stock land banks. - 

‘Public Works 

As to public works, the President 
asserts that many types of works 
have advanced to the point “where 
further expansion cannot be justi- 
fied in their usefulness to the gov- 
ernment or the people.”

be limited to “normal constructive 
programs” costing about $200,000,- 
000 annually. Aid to unemployment 
beyond this “normal” amount of 
construction, the President says, 
should be given in the form of self- 
liquidating works, of the character 
for which loans aré available from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration. 

“Reproductive works,“ he says, 
“constitute an addition to national 
wealth and to future employment, 
whereas further undue expansion 
of Federal public works is but a 
burden upon the future.” 

He estimates that the expendi- 
ture on public works, including 
naval and other vessel construction, 
for the four years ending next June 
30 will amount to about $2,350,000,- 
OO, or eight times the cost of the 
Panama Canal. The total for this 
fiscal year is placed at $717,262,- 
p00, as compared with an estimat- 
ed $442,769,000 for the next fiscal 
year. 


For World Troubles. 


Declaring that our major diffi- 
culties of the last two years have 
arisen out of economic troubles 
abroad, the President calls for 
“vigorous and wholehearted co-op- 
erations” with other nations in the 
economic field. 

“The welfare of our people,” he 
says, “is dependent upon successful 
issue of the great causes of world 
peace, world disarmament and or- 
ganized world recovery. Nor is it 
too much to say that today as 
never before the welfare of man- 
kind and the preservation of civili- 
zation depend upon our solution of 
these questions. Such solutions 
cannot be attained except by hon- 
est friendship, by adherence to 
agreements entered upon until mu- 
tually revised, and by co-operation 
amongst nations in a determination 
to find solutions which will be mu- 
tually beneficial.” 

In another portion of the address 
the President names international 
co-operation as one of the “three 
definite directions in which action 
by the Government can contribute 
to strengthen further the forces of 
recovery by strengthening of con- 
fidence.” The other measures in this 
trinity are reduction of govern- 
mental expenses, Federal, state and 
local, including balancing of the 
national budget, and the complete 
reorganization of the banking sys- 
tem. 

General State of the Union. 

Discussing the general “state of 
the Union,” President Hoover item- 
izes a number of blessings. He says 
that, “while we have recently én- 
gaged in the aggressive contest of 
a national election, its every tran- 
quillity and the acceptance of its 
results furnish abundant proof of 
the strength of our institutions.” 

Public health today, he sets out, 
is at its highest known level, and 
he says the availability of loans to 
the states from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation gives assur- 
ance that “there should be no hun- 
ger or suffering from cold in the 
country.” 

He déclares the emergency meas- 
ures of the Government “undoubt- 
edly saved the country from eco- 
nomic disaster” and that these 
measures began in July “to show 
their weight and influence toward 
improvement of conditions in many 
parts of the country.” 

A table is given to show the ex- 
penditures of the Federal Govern- 
ment on public works and on 
cultural and financial relief in the 
past four years. The public works 
item, as already stated, is 82,388 
430,000, and the other is 1,117,500,- 
000. The sums applied to financial 
relief, the President says, “multiply 
themselves many fold, being in con- 
siderable measure the initial capital 
supplied to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, farm loan 
banks, etc., which will be recovered 
to the treasury.” 

As a result of the policies of ‘the 
Government, the message says, the 
financial structure of the country 
has been buttressed and credit fa- 
cilities have been greatly restored. 
“But,” he adds, “progress in recov- 
ery requires another element as 
well—that is, fully restored confi- 
dence in thé future.”

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JOBLESS PARADE

3000 Marchers Go to Capi- 
tol in Orderly Demonstra- 
tion—Give Petitions to 
Curtis, Garner.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—To the 
shouted strains of the Interna- 
tionale,” a column of 3000 demon- 
strators marched to the Capitol to- 
day from their pavement camp in 
the outskirts of the cvity and 
halted there while their leaders 
carried petitions to Vice-President 
Curtis and Speaker Garner. 

Flanked by bluecoats, the march- 
ers had béen on the move almost 
an hour in an orderly though noisy 
procession. 

Vice-President Curtis was ac- 
companied b ya guard of three as 
he went to the Capitol from his 
office. 5 

The marchers were led by a band 
dressed in uniforms similar to those 
of Soviet police. It intermittently 
played the “Internationale.” Police 
permitted banners in the line of 
march. Most of the banners car- 
ried demands for unemployment in- 
surance and $50 immediate cash 
Federal relief. 

At the head of the column were 
Herbert Benjamin of Chicago and 
William Reynolds of Detroit, who 
call themselves “Communists.” 


It was the first time the demon- 


strators had been permitted to 
move out of a closely guarded and 
roped area since they arrived in 
Washington Sunday. 

Walking with Reynolds and Ben- 
jamin were a Negro and Anne Bur- 
lak of Providence, R. I., leader of 
the women among the demonstra- 
tors. 

Police patrols containing a spe- 
cially equipped gas squad, armed 
with tear, nausea and another more 
powerful gas, were spread along 
the line of march. 

Yells by the Marchers. 

As ‘they marched the various 
groups set up yells, shouted in uni- 
son like college cheers. 

“We want bread, to hell with 
beer,” they roared. 

Other yells were “unite and 
fight,” and “we demand, unemploy- 
ment insurance.” 

Small crowds of curious onlook- 
ers gathered at street corners and 
among the heavy traffic, and for 
the most part were silent. 

As word reached the Capitol that 
the march had started, spectators 
by the hundreds crowded about. 

On the Capitol plaza and inside 
the building were swarms of police. 

Crowds thronged the area be- 
tween the Capitol and Union Sta- 
tion where the marchers were to 
halt while leaders presented a peti- 
tion to Vice-President Curtis and 
Speaker Garner. 

At 11:10 a. m. the marchers came 
within full view of the Capitol, 
their banners waving in the sun 
and some of them stretching al- 
most across the street. The column 
moved in orderly procession. 

Benjamin protested to police that 
quantities of smoke were being dis- 
charged by the motor cycle squad- 
ron directly in front of the ad- 
vancing marchers. The motor cycle 
group promptly was ordered moved 
ahead several hundred feet at the 
order of police authorities. 

The marchers shouted the “Inter- 
nationale” and chanted demands 
for unemployment relief as they 
walked. 


Deflection of Marchers. 


A mass of police stood at Con- 
stitution and New Jersey avenues, 
where the march was deflected 
away from the Capitol. 

Hundreds of spectators milled 
around as the head of the march 
reached this point, where if trou- 
ble was to occur it was thought 
most likely to happen. 

The marchers passed the inter- 
section under police escort and 
moved down to the very edge of 
the Capitol grounds; where the po- 
lice lines formed closely. The ban- 
ners were plainly visible from the 
windows of the Capitol.

$20,000,000 NEW YORK 
CITY PAY GUT ORDERED 


Enabling Legislation Will Be 
Taken Up at Special Session 
of General Assembly. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—After 
trimming off about $585,000, the 
Board of Aldermen last night 
adopted the 1933 city budget of 
$556,555,993. 

The Aldermen abolished the of- 
fice of assistant to the Mayor, 
created by James J. Walker; the 
Board of Taxicab Control, the Bill 
Drafting Commission and the City 
Planning Commission. This effect- 
ed a $106,980 savings. About $160,- 
000 more was slashed off the bud- 
get by curtailing the use of city- 
owned automobiles. 

The adoption of the budget has 
no effect upon the order of the 
Board of Estimate to trim the city 
salaries by $20,000,000. To accom- 
plish this, enabling legislation must 
be approved by the special, session 
of the General Assembly, called for 
Friday. 

The Board of Aldermen effected 
a downward revision of the salaries 
of those employes not governed by 
mandatory civil service legislation. 

By this, the Aldermen lopped off 
about $258,000 from the budget. 
This order does not affect employes 
drawing under $3000 a year. 

The Aldermen also agreed to trim 
their salaries in proportion to the 
scale adopted—which meant $17,150 
more saved. . 

The only Republican on the 
board, Joseph Clark Baldwin III. 
read a minority report of the 
Finance Committee calling for a 
slash of $32,000,000. 

The call for the special session 
followed the insistence of civil and 
banking groups that all legislation 
governing salary payments in New 
York City be repealed, enabling a 
complete cut in salaries. 

The board said no salaries under 
$2000 would be trimmed and pen- 
sion rights would be preserved. 

Coincident with the Board of Es- 
timate’s action, Comptroller Charles 
W. Berry disclosed that he had 
appealed for loans in several cities, 
but had been turned down. 

Together with other economies 
instigated earlier, the salary slash 
ordered yesterday would trim the 
city budget by close to $100,000,000.

INRECEIVERSHPS 
IN CORCUIT COURT 


St. Louis Association Votes 
Almost Unanimously for 
Investigation in Reply to 
Criticisms. 


Circuit Court receiverships of 
business establishments are to be 
investigated by the St. Louis Bar 
Association, to determine whether 
criticisms are justified and wheth- 
er changes in the receivership laws 
are desirable. 

Meeting at the Coronado Hotel 
last night, the association ap- 
proved the inquiry with only a few 
dissenting votes. About 100 mem- 
bers were present. In recommend- 
ing the survey, William T. Jones, 
president of the association and 
chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, related that lawyers had 
made the following complaints 
about Circuit Court receiverships: 

Receivers have been appointed 
when not needed or justified. 

Costs of some _ receiverships 
have been too high in proportion 
to the assets involved. 

Excessive fees have been al- 
lowed some receivers and their 
counsel. 

Two or more receivers and at- 
torneys have been appointed in 
cases where one would do. 

Many receivers have not been 
qualified to direct the businesses 
in which placed. 

Politicians have been appoint- 
ed receivers occasionally. 

Some lawyers have been able 
to have receivers named without 
advance notice to the defend- 
ants. 

Claude W. McElwee, associated 
with the law firm of Foristel, Mudd, 
Blair & Habenicht, which has han- 
dled many receiverships, objected 
that the investigation should cover 
Federal Court also. Jones explained 
that fewer receiverships were han- 
dled in Federal Court and that trib- 
unal operated under different laws. 
Former Police Commissioner Daniel 
Bartlett, moving for the inquiry, 
said the idea was prevalent that 
receiverships constituted a “rack- 
et” in which bench and bar are 
culpable. 

Israel Treiman, an associate pro- 
fessor at Washington University 
law school, has outlined for the as- 
sociation’s Executive Committee a 
tentative basis for the survey. The 
committee plans to engage students 
of the law school to carry on the 
work under Treiman’s direction. 
They will search Circuit Court files 
for the last five years, abstracting 
data on receiverships. The associa- 
tion will pay them small amounts. 

Jones announced that establish- 
ment of a citizens’ bondholders’ 
protective committee, to represent 
the investing public in cases of 
bond defaults, was being planned 
by the association. It would take 
the place of privately formed com- 
mittees with the idea of preventing 
abuses which have been charged 
to some of the private committees. 
The Real Estate Exchange, Jones 
said, has promised co-operation 
with the protective committee and 
the Chamber of Commerce is con- 
sidering the plan.

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NEW TRIAL DENIED 


IN SETTING ASIDE | 


OF BORDLEY WL 


Judge Rutledge in Ruling 
Refers to “Unfortunate 
Arrogance and Insolence” 
of Bank’s Attorneys. _ 


Referring to the “unfortunate ar- 
rogance, insolence and dominant 
disposition of counsel” representing 
the Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 
Trust Co., Circuit Judge Rutledge 
today overruled a motion by at- 
torneys for the bank and bene- 
ficiaries of the $1,000,000 will of 
Mrs. Blanche Bordley for a new 
trial in the contest in which the 
will was set aside last April. 

In a lengthy opinion reviewing 
th eevidence in the case and going 
into detail on his instructions to 
the jury, Judge Rutledge said that 
the bank’s counsel “appeared to 
have expected more than other cli- 
ents” and “would campel their re- 
quests or views to be complied with 
and even go to ridiculous extremes 
to show their wishes must be 
obeyed.” 

Calis Charges Vicious. 

Concerning charges by the bank’s 
attorneys that the Court exercised 
an influence over th ejury by ap- 
pearing to favor attorneys for Mrs. 
Adele L. Tatum, sister of Mrs. 
Bordley who was contesting the 
will, Judge Rutledge says the 
charges are so “vicious, contemptu- 
ous and unreasonable” as to “merit 
severe censure and punishment.” 

The motion for a new trial point- 
ed out that unemployed men may 
have been grateful to the Court for 
permitting them to serve during 
the month required for trial of the 
contest. 

The opinion goes into elaborate 
discussion of the position of trust 
companies in drawing up wills and 
handling trust estates under such 
wills, as the bank did in the case 
of Mrs. Bordley, who left the 
major portion of her estate in trust 
for ‘insurables. The Court avers 
that the present case involves “a 
question of great public importance 
overreachign the value of any es- 
tate or any benevolence obtained 
or any personal benefit to individ- 
uals.”

Declares He May Not Name 
St. Louis Police and Elec- 
tion Boards for “Quite 
Some Time.” 


By CURTIS A. BETTS. 


to St. Louis for 48 hours, listened to 
the pleas of the job hunters and to 
the advice of politicians, business, 
and professional men, and departed 
last night without Having reached 
a decision on St. Louis Police and 
Election Board appointments. 

No announcement of his selec< 
tions is to be expected until after’ 
his inauguration Jan. 9. He said 
that “it might be quite some time 
after that.” oe 

The new Governor is approaching’ 
the problem of the selection of his 
subordinates with care and caution,’ 
refusing to be hurried. : 

“It is my opinion.“ he said, “that 
the success or failure of my admin 
istration as Governor may easily be 
decided by the character of my ap- 
pointments. I am not going to be in 
a rush. Before I take office I shail 
probably choose the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral because his services will be re- 
quired in the inaugural arrange- 
ments. I shall probably name my 
private secretary and one mcmber 
of the Prison Board, the latter io 
enable the new board to have rep- 
resentation in the prison inventory 
at the close of the year. I may not 
name any others for some time.” 

Produces Good Impression. 

The visit of the Governor-elect 
did much to dispel fears that had 
existed due to the fact that Parks 
nomination was directed by Buss 
Tom Pendergast of Kansas City, 
that St. Louis was in for four years 
of political rule in the Police and 
Election departments. 

The character of his important 
conferences while in the city cre- 
ated the distinct impression that 
‘while he will not ignore the ele- 
ment in local Democrutic politics 
which gave active support to his 
friend, Francis M. Wilson, for tne 
nomination for Governor, and on 
Wilson’s death, to him, that tha 
politicians will not dictate appoini- 
ments. | 

They can, and undoubtedly will,

Postmaster-General Says 
Expenses Must Be Re- 
duced to Balance Depart- 
ment’s Budget.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—A re- 
duction of postal expenditures “in 
general and the wage account in 
particular,” rather than further 
rate increases to balance the postal 
budget, is recommended to Pregi- 


dent Hoover by Postmaster General 
Brown, in his annual report, 

“Normal revenues can be restored 
only by a return of normal busi- 
ness activity,” he said. In the 
meantime, efforts to eliminate or 
reduce the presént unprecedented 
postal deficit must necessarily be 
concentrated upon a reduction of 
postal expenditures in general and 
the wage account in particular. 

“In the Postmaster 
judgment, resort should not be had 
to further rate increases as a 
means of balancing the postal 
budget.” 

Brown estimated a gross defici- 
ency of $135,000,000 in revenue for 
the current fiscal year, and a net 
postal deficit of. about $80,000,000 
after allowing for non-postal expen- 
ditures and services rendered with- 


agencies,” 

Rate increases expected to add 
$100,000,000 to revenues this year, 
Brown said, would fall short of bal- 
ancing the postal budget. He add- 
ed, however, there had been “no 
unexpected diversion of business 
from the mails as the result of the 
higher rates.”

“the continued commercial stagna- 
tion,” but said the higher letter 
postage rate had resulted in a di- 
minished use of the mails by com- 
panies sending out bills. 

Brown recommended a return to 
a 2cent rate for local letters, be- 
cause of the lower cost of this serv- 
ice and “the widespread public con- 
venience which will result.” 


0 Favors Present Rates. 


With this change and such others 
as experience may suggest, Brown 
proposed that existing rates be con- 
tinued “until the postal finances 
have been restored to a sound 
basis.” 

“Until that time,” he said, “it is 
the department’s view that the pos- 
tal facilities should not be extended 
or enlarged, except as may be nec- 
essary in new and growing com- 
munities, and that nonessential] ser- 
vice should be everywhere dis- 
pensed with.” 

Increasing revenues from a re- 
turn of business activity, he said, 
should be returned to the public 
through lower postage rates as soon 
as “this can be done without de- 
stroying the balance” between pos- 
tal receipts and expenditures. Re- 
ceipts for the 1932 fiscal year were 
placed at $588,171,922, against “aud- 
ited expenditures” of $793,722,534. 

The mail volume had declined to 
about the level of 1922, Brown said, 
and revenues had fallen off $117, 
000,000 since 1930, while expendi- 
tures dropped only $10,000,000. He 
explained that fixed and contract 
charges which “cannot be suddenly 
curtailed to correspond with a 
shrinkage in the volume of mail,” 
prevented a further decrease in ex- 
penditures. 


Estimate for Current Year. 


He predicted a further decline in 
expenditures during the current 
1933 fiscal year and estimated that 
against expected receipts of $735,- 
000,000 the outlay for “strictly pos- 
tal purposes” would be reduced to 
$690,000,000. 

Criticism of the ocean mail ser- 
vice was attributed by Brown to 
“a misapprehension of the facts 
due to misstatements circulated by 
prejudiced or partisan propagan- 
dists.“ He said the ocean mail 
w: ~ aiding in developing an Ameri- 
can merchant marine, and was “of 
incalculable benefit to all classes 
of our people 

He repeated recommendations for 
the enactment of a bill pending in 
the House to provide for purchase 
or construction of postoffice sta- 
tions, branches and garages. Among 
his other suggestions were: To in- 
crease postal savings limits from 
$2500 to $5000; to permit railroad 
and electric car companies to trans- 
port mail by motor vehicles. 


Radio Lottery Balked. 


The first radio lottery encount- 
ered by the department, Brown 
said, came from “a high powered 
station on the Mexican border.“ 
Some of its operators, he reported, 
were American citizens and mail to 
them was stopped as fast as the 
names, were announced over the 
air. This action, Brown said, 
saved thousand of dollars to Amer- 
icans, and the promoters were con- 
victed of violating lottery laws 
and sent to prison. Fraud orders 
also were issued against names 
used by a radio lottery operating at 
Havana, he said. 


Mexican Engineer Shot. 
By the Associated Press. 

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Dec. 6.— 
Carlos Solis Avendano, military en- 
gineer and a member of the com- 
mission sent by the President of 
Mexico to allot public lands, was 
wounded from ambush Sunday as 
he was inspecting a ranch which is 
to be parceled out.

In- 
vestigators said he was attacked 
because of the controversy over 
the division of land, which is op- 
posed by some workers and favored 
by others.

-|FARM ALLOTMENT PLAN 


Dr. E. S. Mead Says It May 
Start Period of Pos- 


perity. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.— Dr. 
Edward S. Mead, professor of cor- 
poration finance at the University 
of Pennsylvania, told the Engi- 
neers’ Club today that “the volun- 
tary allotment plan, which repre- 
sents President-elect Roosevelt's 
ideas of effective farm relief, of- 
fers the best method immediately 
available to bring the country out 
of the business depression.” 

“The voluntary allotment plan,“ 

he said, “aims to restore farm 
prices at least to the levels of 1929. 
Since that time the gross income of 
American farmers, with the fall in 
farm prices, has declined more than 
four billion dollars, and the busi- 
ness produced by the expenditure 
of that four billion dollars, in the 
various channels into which the 
farmer’s money goes, has declinéd 
by several times that amount. Ev- 
ery industry and business in the 
United States is suffering from the 
shrinkage of farm purchasing 
power. 
“The plan is, in substance, first, 
the levy of an excise tax upon the 
consumer of food and other farm 
products, a tax which will be paid, 
in the first instance, by flour mill- 
ers, meat packers and cotton and 
tobacco manufacttrers. This tax 
the manufacturers will shift to the 
consumer by advancing his prices, 
so that the tax will appear as an 
increased cost of living. 

Tax Paid to Farmer. 
“Second, the proceeds of this tax 
will be paid to the farmer, on con- 
dition that he reduce his planted 
acreage of wheat, corn, tobacco, 
cotton and other products, and the 
number of his breeding stock. Those 
farmers who do not reduce their 
production will not share in the 
tax. 


“The application of this method 
of price raising will be effective, if 
generally introduced and if sub- 
stantially all farmers co- operate in 
the plan — to put agriculture back 
on its 1929 level, to add several bil- 
lion dollars to farm income. : 
“This measure, as soon as the 
law is passed, even before it is put 
into operation, in anticipation of a 
large increase in farm earnings, 
will act as a powerful stimulant to 
American business, a stimulant 
comparable to the war buying of 
1915-1918. It will save thousands of 
country banks, protect farm mort- 
gage investments, substantially in- 
crease railway traffic and earnings, 
stimulate immediately the lumber, 
cement, agricultural machinery, 
fertilizer, automobile and gasoline 
industries, all depressed by the 
withdrawal of farm demand. 
May Start Buying Wave. 

By increasing the farm demand 
for the products of these great in- 
dustries, the voluntary allotment 
plan may be expected to start a 
wave of buying Which will sweep 
through every channel of business, 
replacing depression with war-time 
prosperity. 

“Whether this will be permanent 
it is impossible to predict. If the 
plan is made permanent, the farm- 
er's benefit will continue. As for 
the city workers, their cost of liv- 
ing will be substantially increased 
by the plan, and they must gam 
compensation for this increased 
cost in larger employment and 
eventually in higher money wages. 
For the immediate future, however, 
the voluntary allotment plan offers 
a prompt way out of the business 
depression.” 


PHILADELPHIA TO SELL MOST 
OF ITS CITY-OWNED AUTOS 


Council Expects to Save $300,000 a 
Year in Salaries and 
Maintenance. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6. — The 
City Council, renewing its effort to | 
eliminate a $20,000,000 deficit and 
avert a tax increase, voted yester- 
day to sell all city-owned automo- 
biles — by ‘departmental direc- 
tors, eir assistants and bureau 
chiefs except in the Fire Bureau. 
This action, it was estimated, 
would save the city $300,000 an- 
nually in salaries and maintenance. 
In addition to this saving, cuts to- 
taling more than $760,000 in jobs 
and maintenance items were or- 
dered. 

More than $4,800,000 has been cut 
to date from the $88,041,000 budget 
estimates for 1933 submitted by 
city and county department heads 
last September.

Budget, Banking Reorganization 


And International Co-Operation 


Would Continue 5-Day Week and Also Re- 
duce Pay of Some Government Employes 
—To Combine 50 Bureaus. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. 
By the Associated Press. 
OLLOWING is the tert of Pres- 
ident Hoover’s annual. message 
to Congress: 


N accord with my constitutional 
| cuty, I transmit herewith to the 

Congress information upon the 
state of the Union, together with 
recommendation of measures for its 
consideration. 

Our country is at peace. Our na- 
tional defense has been maintained 
at a high state of effectiveness. All 
of the executive departments of 
the Government have been con- 
ducted during the year with a high 
devotion to public interest. There 
has been a far larger degree of free- 
dom from industrial conflict than 
hitherto known. Education and 
science have made further 
vances. The public health is today 
at its highest known level. While 
we have recently engaged in the 
aggressive contest of a national 
election, its very tranquillity and 
the acceptance of its results fur- 
nish abundant proof of the strength 
of our institutions. 

In the face of widespread hard- 
ship, our people have demonstrated 
daily a magnificent sense of hu- 
manity, of individual and communi- 
ty responsibility for the welfare of 
the less fortunate. They have 
grown in their conceptions and or- 
ganization for co-operative action 
for the common welfare. ' 

In the provision against distress 
durimg this winter, the great pri- 
vate agencies of the country have 

— mobilized again; the generos- 

ity of our people has again come 
into evidence to a degree in which 
all America may take great pride. 
Likewise, the local authorities and 
the states are engaged everywhere 
in supplemental measures of relief. 
The provisions made for loans from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, to states that have exhaust- 
ed their own resources, guarantee 
that there should be no hunger or 
suffering from cold in the coun- 
try. The large majority of states 
are showing a sturdy co-operation 
in the spirit of the Federal aid. 

The Surgeon-General, in charge 
of the Public Health Service, fur- 
nishes me with the following in- 
formation upon the state of pub- 
lic health:

Economic Situation. 

The unparalleled world-wide eco- 
nomic depression has contifued 
through the year. Due to the Eu- 
ropean collapse, the situation de- 
veloped during last fall and winter 
into a series of most acute crises. 
The unprecedented emergency 
measures enacted and policies 
adopted undoubtedly saved the 
country from economic disaster. 
After serving to defend the nationa! 
security, these measures began in 
July to show their weight and in- 
fluence toward improvement of con- 
ditions in many parts of the-eoun- 
try. The following tables of cur- 
rent business indicators show the 
general economic movement during 
the past 11 months:

Beyond this, the extensive organi- 
zation of the country in voluntary 
action has produced profound re- 
sults. 

The following table indicates di- 
rect expenditures of the Federal 
Government in aid to unemploy- 
ment, agriculture and financial re- 
lief over the past four years. The 
sums applied to financial relief 
multiply themselves many fold, be- 
ing in considerable measure the in- 
itial capital supplied to the Recon-

Continued constructive policies 
promoting the economic recovery of 
the country must be the paramount 
duty of the Government. The re- 
sult of the agencies we have cre- 
ated and the policies we have pur- 
sued has been to buttress our whole 
domestic financial structure and 
greatly to restore credit facilities. 
But progress in recovery requires 
enother element as well—that is 
fully restored confidence in the fu- 
ture, Institutions and men may 
have resources and credit, but un- 
less they have confidence progress 
is halting and insecure. 

There are three definite direc- 
tions in which action by the Gov- 
ernment at once can contribute to 
strengthen further the forces of re- 
covery by strengthening of confi- 
dence. They are the necessary 
foundations to any other action, 
and their accomplishment would at 
once promote employment and in- 
crease prices. 

The first of these directions of 
action is the continuing reduction 
of all Government expenditures, 
whether national, state or local. 
The difficulties of the country de- 
mand undiminished efforts toward 
economy in government in every 
direction. Embraced in this prob- 
lem is the unquestioned balancing 
of the Federal budget. That is the 
first necessity of national stability 
and is the foundation of further 
recovery. It must be balanced in an 
absolutely safe and sure manner 
if full confidence is to be inspired. 

The second direction for action 
is the complete reorganization at 
once of our banking system. Tie 
shocks to our economic life ‘have 
undoubtedly been multiplied by the 
weakness of this system, and until 
they are remedies recovery will be 
greatly hampered. 

The third direction for imme 11. 
ate action is vigorous and whole- 
souled co-operation with other Gov- 
ernments in the economic field. 
That our major difficulties find 
their origins in the economic weak- 
ness of foreign natjons requires no 
demonstration. The first need to- 
day is strengthening of commodity 
prices. That can not be perma. 
nently accomplished by artificiali- 
ties. It must be accomplished bv 
expansion in consumption of goods 
through the return of stability and 
confidence in the world at larxe. 
and that in turn can not be fully 
accomplished without co-operation

8 The measures and policies which 


have procured this turn toward re- 
covery should be continued until 
the depression is passed, and then 
the emergency agencies should be 
promptly liquidated. The expan- 
sion of credit facilities by the Fed- 
eral Reserve System and the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
has been of incalculable value. The 
loans of the latter for reproductive 
works, and to railways for the 
creation of employment; its sup- 
port of the credit structure through 
loans to bariks, insurance compa- 
nies, railways, building and loan 
associations, and to agriculture has 
protected the savings and insurance 
policies of millions of our citizens 
and has relieved millions of bor- 
rowers from duress; they have en- 
abled industry and business to 
function and expand. The assist- 
ance given to farm loan banks, 
the establishment of the Home 
Loan banks and agricultural crédit 
associations—all in their various 
ramifications have placed large 


executive budget to the Congress. 
It will show proposed reductions in 
appropriations below those enacied 
by the last session of the Congress 
by over $830,000,000. In addition I 
shall present the necessary execu- 
tive orders under the recent act 
authorizing the reorganization of 
the Federal Government which, if 
permitted to go into force, will pro- 
duce still further substantial econ- 
omies. These sums in reduction of 
appropriations will, however, be 
partially offset by an increase of 
about $250,000,000 in uncontrollable 
items such as increased debt serv - 
ices, etc. 


In the budget there is included 
only the completion of the Federal 
public works projects already un- 
dertaken or under contract. Speed- 
ing up of Federal public works dur- 
ing the past four years as an aid 
to employment has advanced many 
types of such improvement to the 
point where further expansion can- 


not be justified in their usefulness 
to the Government or the people. 


As an ald to unemployment we 
should beyond the normal con- 
structive programs substitute Te 
productive or so-called self-liquidat- 
ing works. Loans for such -pur- 
poses have been provided for 
through the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. ‘This change in char- 
actér of projects directly relieves 
the taxpayer and is capable of ex- 
pansion into a larger field than the 
direct Federal works. The repro- 
ductive works constitute an addi- 
tion to national wealth and to fu- 
ture employment, whereas further 
undue expansion of Federal public 
works is but a burden upon the 
future. : 

The Federal construction pro- 
gram thus limited to commitments 
and work in progress under the 
proposed appropriations contem- 
plates expenditures for the next fis- 
cal year, including naval and other 
vessel construction, as well as other 
tors of public works and main- 
tenance, or a total of $442,769,000, 
as compared with $717,262,000 for 
the present year. 

The expenditure on such items 
over the four years ending June 30, 
next, will amount to $2,350,000,000, 
or an amount of construction work 
eight times as great as the cost of 
the Panama Canal and, except for 
completion of certain long-view 
projects, places the nation in many 
directions well ahead of its re- 
quirements for some years to come. 
A normal program of about $200,- 
000,000 per annum should hereafter 
provide for the country’s necessi- 
ties and will permit substantial fu- 
ture reduction in Federal expendi- 
tures. 

I recommend that the furlough 
system installed last year be con- 
tinued not only because of the 
economy produced but because, be- 
ing tantamount to the “five-day 
week,” it sets an example which 
should be followed by the country 
and because it embraces within its 
workings the “spread work” prin- 
ciple and thus serves to maintain a 
number of public servants who 
would otherwise be deprived of all 
income. I feel, however, in view of 
the present economic situation and 
the decrease in the cost of living 
by over 20 per cent, that some fur- 
ther sacrifice should be made by 
salaried officials of the Govern- 
ment over and above the 81-3 per 
cent reduction under the furlough 
system. I will recommend that 
after exempting the first $1000 of 
salary there should be a temporary 
reduction for one year of 11 per 
cent of that part of all Government 
salaries in the excess of the $1000 
exemption, the result of which, 
combined with the furlough sys- 
tem, will average about 14.8 per 
cent reduction in pay to those 
earning more than $1000. 


I will recommend measures to 


eliminate certain payments in the 


veterans’ services. I conceive these 
outlays were entirely beyond the 
original intentions of Congress in 
building up veterans’ allowances. 
Many abuses have grown up from 
ill-considered legislation. They 
should be eliminated. The nation 
should not ask for a reduction in 
allowances to men and dependents 
whose disabilities rise out of war 
service, nor to those veterans with 
substantial service who have be- 
come totally disabled from non- 
war-connected causes and who are 
at the same time without other 
support. These latter veterans are 
a charge on the community at some 
point, and I feel that in view of 
their service to the nation as a 
whole the responsibility should 
fall upon the Federal Government. 

Many of the economies recom- 
mended in the budget were pre- 
sented at the last session of the 
Congress, but failed of adoption. If 
the Economy and Appropriations 
Committees of the Congress in can- 
vassing these proposed expendi- 
tures shall find further reductions 
which cen be made without im- 
pairing essential Government serv- 
ices, it will be welcomed both by 
the country and by myself. But 
under no circumstances do I feel 
that the Congress should fail to 
uphold the total of reductions rec- 
ommended. 

Some of the older revenues and 
some of the revenues provided un- 
der the act pagsed during the last 
session of the Congress, particu- 
larly those generally referred to as 
the nuisance taxes, have not been 
as prolific.of income as had been 
hoped. Further revenue is neces- 
sary in addition to the amount of 
reductions in expenditures recom- 


mended. Many of the manufactur- 


ers’ excise taxes upon selected in- 
dustries not only failed to produce 
satisfactory revenue, but they are 
in many ways unjust and discrim- 
inatory. The time has come when, 
if the Government is to have an 
adequate basis of revenue to assure 
a balanced budget, this sys:em of 
special manufacturers’ excise taxes 
should be extended to cover prac- 
tically all manufactures at a uni- 
form rate, except necessary food 
and possibly some grades of cloth- 
ing. 

At the last session the Congress 
responded to my request for author- 
ity to reorganize the: Government 
departments. The act provides for 
the grouping and consolidation of 
executive and administrative agen- 
cies according to major purposes, 
and thereby reducing the number 
of overlap and duplication of ef- 
fort. ‘Executive orders issued for 
these purposes are required to be 
transmitted to the Congress while 
in session and do not become effec- 
tive until after the expiration of 60 
calendar,days after such transmis- 
sion, unless the Congress shall 
sooner approve. 

I shall issue such executive orders 
within a few days grouping or con- 
solidating over 50 executive and ad- 
ministrative agencies, including a 
large number of commissions and 
“independent” agencies. : 

The setond step, of course, re- 
mains that after these various bu- 
reaus and agencies are placed 
cheek by jowl into such groups, the 


administrative officers in charge of 


the groups shall eliminate their ov- 
pr and still further consolidate 
these activities. Therein lie large 
economies. 

The Congress must be warned 
that a host of interested persons in- 
side and outside the Government 
whose version is concentrated on 
some particular function will at: 
once protest against these propo- 
sals. These same sorts of activities 
have prevented reorganization of 
the Government for over a quarter 
of a century. They must be disre- 
garded if the task is to be accom- 
plished. 

Banking. 

The basis of every other and ev- 
ery further effort toward recovery 
is to reorganize at once our bank- 
ing system. The shocks to our eco- 
nomic system have undoubtedly 
multiplied by the weakness of our 
financial system. I first called at- 
tention of the Congress in 1929 to 
this condition, and I have unceas- 
ingly recommended remedy since 
that time. The subject has been 
exhaustively investigated both by 


the committees of the Congress and 


the officers of the Federal Reserve 
system. 

The banking and financial sys- 
tem is presumed to serve in fur- 
nishing the essential lubricant to 
the wheels of industry, agriculture 
and commerce, that is, credit. Its 
diversion from proper use, its im- 
proper use, or its insufficiency in- 
stantly brings hardship and dislo- 
cation in economic life. As a sys 
tem our banking has failed to meet 
this great emergency. It can be 
said without question of doubt that 
our losses and distress have been 
greatly augmented by its wholly in- 
adequate organization. Its inabil- 
ity as a system to respond to our 
needs is today a constant drain 
upon progress toward recovery, In 
this statement I am not referring 
to individual banks or bankers. 
Thousands of them have shown 
distinguished eourage and ability. 
On the contrary, I am referring to 
the system itself, which is so or- 
ganized, or so lacking in organiga- 
tion, that in an emergency its very 
mechanism jeopardizes or paralyzes 
the action of sound banks and its 
instability is responsible for pe- 
riodic dangers to our whole eco- 
nomic system. 

Bank failures rose in 1931 to 10% 


per cent of all the banks; as com- 


pared to 1% per cent of the fail- 
ures of all other types of enter- 
prise. Since Jan. 1, 1930, we have 
had 4665 banks suspend, with $3,- 
300,000,000 in deposits. Partly from 
fears and drains from abroad, part- 
ly from these failures themselves 
(which indeed often caused closing 
of sound banks), we have wit- 
nessed hoarding of currency to an 
enormous sum, rising during the 
height of the crisis to over $1,600,- 


000,000. The results from inter- 


reaction of cause and effect have 
expressed themselves in strangula- 
tion of credit which at times has 
almost stifled the nation’s business 
and agriculture. The losses, suffer- 
ing, and tragedies of our people are 
incalculable. Not alone do they lie 
in the losses of savings to millions 
of homes, injury by deprival of 
working capital to thousands of 
small businesses, but also, in the 
frantic pressure to recall loans to 
meet pressures of hoarding and in 
Uquidation of failed banks, millions 
of other people have suffered in the 
loss of their homes and farms, busi- 
nesses have been ruined, unemploy- 
ment increased, and farmers’ prices 
diminished. 

That this failure to function is 
unnecessary and is the fault of our 
particular system is plainly indi- 
cated by the fact that in Great 
Britain, -where the economic 
mechanism has suffered far greater 
shocks than our own, there has not 
been a single bank failure during 
the depression. Again in Canada, 
where the situation has been in 
large degree identical with our 
own, there have hot been substan- 
tial bank failures. 

The creation of the Reconstruc- 
tino Finance Corporation and the 
amendments to the Federal Re- 
serve act served to defend the na- 
tion in a great crisis. They are not 
remedies; they are relief. It is in- 
conceivable that the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, which 
has extended aid to nearly 6000 
institutions and is manifestly but 
a temporary device, can go on in- 
definitely. 

It is today a matter of satisfac- 
tion that the rate of bank failures, 
of hoarding, and the demands upon 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration have greatly lessened. The 
acute phases of the crisis have ob- 
viously passed and the time has 
now come when this natidnal dar- 
ger and this failure to respent 0 
national necessities must be ended 
and the measures to end them can 
be safely undertaken. Methods of 
reform have been exhaustively ex- 
amined. There is no reason now 
why solution should not be found 
at the present session of the Con- 
gress. Inflation of currency or 
governmental conduct of banking 
can have no part in these reforms. 
The Government must abide with- 
in the field of constrductive. argani- 
zation, regulation and the enforce- 
ment of sane practices only. 

Parallel with reform in the 
banking laws must be changes in 
the Federal Farm Loan banking 
system, and in the joint stock land 
banks. Some of these changes 
should be directed to permanent 
improvement and some to emer- 


-Rency aid to our people where they 


wish to fight to save their farms 
and homes. 

I wish again to emphasize this 
view—that these widespread bank- 
ing reforms are a national neces- 
sity and are the first requisites for 
further recovery in agriculture and 
business.. They should have imme- 
diate consideration as steps great- 
ly needed to firther recovery. 


Economic Co-operation With 
Other Nations. 


Our-major-difficulties during the 


past two years find their origins 
in the shocks from economic col- 
lapse abroad which in turn are 
the aftermath of the Great War. 
If we are to secure rapid and as 
sured recovery and protection for 


the future we must co-operate with 


foreign nations in many mea- 
sures. : 

We have actively engaged in a 
world disarmament conference 
where, with success, we should re- 
duce our own tax burdens and the 
tax burdens of other major nations. 
We should increase political stabil- 
ity of the world. We should lessen 
the danger of war by increasing 
defensive powers and decreasing 
offensive powers of nations. We 
would thus open new vistas o? 
economic expansion for the world. 

We are participating in the 
formulation of a world economic 
conference, successful results from 
which would contribute much to 
advance in agricultural prices, em- 
ployment and business. Currency 
depreciation and correlated forces 
have contributed greatly to decrease 
in price levels. Moreover, from 
these origins rise most of the de- 
structive trade barriers now stifling 
the commerce of the world. We 
could by successful action increase 
security and expand trade through 
stability in international exchange 
and monetary values. By such ac- 
tion world confidence could be re- 
stored. It would bring courage and 
stability, which will deflect into 
every home in our land. 

The European governments, obli- 
gated to us in war debts, have re- 
quested that there should be sus- 
pension of payments due the United 
States on Dec. 15 next, to be accom- 
panied by exchange of views upon 
this debt question. Our Govern- 
ment has informed them that we 
do not approve of suspension of the 
Dec. 15 payments. I have stated 
that I would recommend to the 
Congress methods to overcome 
temporary exchange difficulties in 
connection with this payment from 


nations where it may be necessary. 


In the meantime I wish to re- 
iterate that here are three great 
fields of international action which 
must be considered not in part but 
as a whole. They are of most vital 
interest to our people, Within 
them there are not only grave dan- 
gers if we fail in right action but 
there also lie immense opportuni- 
ties for good if we shall succeed. 
Within success there lie major 
remedies for our economic distress 
and major progress in stability and 
security to every fireside in our 
country. ay 1 

The welfare of our people is de- 
pendent upon successful issue of 
the great causes of world peace, 
world disarmament, and organized 
world recovery. Nor is it too much 
to say that today ag never before 
the welfare of mankind and the 
preservation of civilization depend 
upon our solution of these ques- 
tions. Such solutions can not be 
attained except by honest friend- 
ship, by adherence to agreements 
entered upon until mutually revised 
and by co-operation amongst na- 
tions in a determination to find 
solutions which will be mutually 
beneficial. . 


Other Legislation. 


I have placed various legislative 
needs before the Congress in previ- 
ous messages, and these views re- 
quire no amplification on this oc- 
casion. I have urged the need for 
reform in our transportation and 
power regulation, in the anti-trust 
laws as applied to our national re- 
source industries, Western range 
conversation, extension of Federal 


ald to child-health services, mem- 


bership in the World Court, the 
ratification of the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence seaway treaty, revision 
of the bankruptcy acts, revision of 
Federal Court procedure, and many 
other pressing problems. 

These and other special subjects 
I shall where necessary deal with 
by special communications to the 
Congress. 


The activities of our Government 
are so great, when combined with 
the emergency activities which 
have arisen out of the world crisis, 
that even the briefest review of 
them would render the annual mes 
sage unduly long. I shall, there 
fore, avai] myself of the fact that 
every detail of the Government is 
covered in the reports to the Con- 
gress by each of the departments 
and agencies of the Government. 


Conclusion. 
It seems to be appropriate up nm 
this occasion to make certain er- 


eral observations upon the princi- 


ples which must dominate the 8. 
lution of problems now pressiug 
upon the nation. Legislation in re- 
sponse to national needs will be ef- 
fective only if every such act con 
forms to a complete philosophy of 
the people's purposes and destiny. 
Ours is a distinctive Government 
with a unique history and back. 
ground, consciously dedicated to 
specific ideals of liberty and ‘to 
a faith in the inviolable sanctity 
of the individual human _ spirit. 
Furthermore, the continued ex13'- 
ence and adequate functioning of 
our Government in preservation of 
ordered liberty and stimulation of 
progress depends upon the main- 
tenance of state, local, institutional 
and individual sense of résponsibil- 
ity. We have builded a system of 
individualism pecullary our own 
which must not be forgotten ‘n 
any governmental acts, for fronr 
it have grown greater accomplisa- 
ments than those of any other na 
tion. : 

On the social and economic sides, 
the background of our American 
system and the motivation of prog- 
ress is essentially that we should 
allow free play of social and eco- 
nomic forces as far as will not 
limit equality of opportunity and as 
will at the same time stimulate the 
initiative and enterprise of our peo- 
ple. In the maintenance of this 


balance the Federal Governmens 
can permit of no privilege to a, 


person or group. It should act as 


a regulatory agent and not as a 


participant in economic and socigy 
life. The moment the Government 
participates, it becomes a compet, | 


tor with the people. As a compet. 


tor it becomes at once a tyranny 


in whatever direction it may touch 
We have around us numerous such 
experiences, no one of which can 
be found to have justified itso 
except in cases where the people 

a whole have met forces beyond 
their control, such as those of the 
great war and this great depres. 
sion, where the full powers of the 
Federal Government must be exert. 
ed to protect the people. But even 
these must be limited to an emerg. 


ency sense and must be promptly | 


ended when these dangers 
overcome. 

With the free development of 
science and the consequent multi. 


are 


tude of inventions, some of which 
are absolutely revolutionary in our 


national life, the Government must 
not only stimulate the social and 
economic responsibility of individ. 


uals and private institutions, but it 
must also give leadership to co-op. . 


erative action amongst the people 
which will soften the effect of these 
revolutions and thus secure social 
transformations in an orderly man- 
ner. The highest form of self-gov- 
ernment is the voluntary co-opera- 
tion within our people for such pur. 
poses. 

But I would emphasize again that 
social and economic solutions, as 
such, will not avail to satisfy the 
aspirations of the people unless 
they conform with the traditions ot 
our race, deeply grooved in their 
sentiments through a century ard 
a half of struggle for ideals of life 
that are rooted in religion and fed 
from purely spiritual springs.

DESTROYER UPSET 
BY MONSOON, 104 
JAPANESE MISSING 


Crew of 8 Thought 


Trapped Below Hatches 
When Wind Hits Craft 


Off Formosa Islands. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Dec. 6.— The Japanese 


destroyer Sawarabi drifted upside 
down in the East China Sea today, 
with 104 of its crew probably dead, 
victims of the treacherous mon- 
soon that blows off the coast of 
Asia. 

The phenomena known as the 
burst of the monsoon, er sudden 
seasonal change in the usually 
steady wind, struck the Sawarabi 


and three sister ships 100 miles off 
Formosa Island Monday afternoon. 

Darkness descended on the de- 
stroyers in the midst of the storm, 
and the sister ships—the Sanaya 
the Kuretake and the Wakatake— 
lost sight of the Sawarabi as she 
was tossed helplessly about in the 
sea. The three stood by the Saw- 
arabi, and as soon as conditions 
cleared today, picked up 16 sur- 
vivors from the sea, one of whom 
later died of his injuries. The 
skipper, Lieutenant - Commander 
Kengo Kadota, went to his death 
with his ship, as far as the Naval 
Ministry knew. 

Meanwhile the commander of the 
Mako naval base in the Pescadores, 
off Formosa, sent a cruiser, four 
destroyers and an aircraft carrier 
to the scene. 

Most of Dead Thought in Hull. 

The Naval Ministry prepared a 
preliminary report to the Emperor 
today, and ordered an investiga- 
tion. 

Inside the hull of the Sawarabi, 
as it bobbled dangerously in the 
northern entrance of Formosa 
Strait, were believed to be most of 
the corpses of the officers and men 
who manned her when she left the 
Kure naval base in the main island 
group of Japan Saturday. 

This was the guess, of the Minis- 
try, which learned the 16 rescued 
were on deck when the storm 
struck. A few might have been 
washed overboard and drowned, but 
it was believed most were below the 
hatches, which were battened own 
against the storm. Thus they would 
either have drowned or suffocated. 
Small hopes were held that any 
more of the crew would be picked 
up alive. 

The Sawarabi was a 820-ton craft 
with a speed of 31% knots. She 
was completed in 1923. 

Ships Sent to Scene. 

About 12 craft either were at the 
scene of the disaster or on the way 
today. The exact location of the 
wreck was placed at 122 East Long- 
itude and 27 North Latitude. 

Besides the vessels from the Ma- 
ko and Sasebo naval bases, the 
Kure naval base ordered the de- 
stroyer Shikinami and the special 
service ship Asahi to the scene. The 
Asahi is fitted with special grap- 
pling apparatus usually employed 
over sunken submarines. 

High naval officers studied re- 
ports of the disaster as the day 
wore on and were gradually evolv- 
ing a theory as to why the sister 
ships suffered comparatively little 
distress while the Sawarabi itself 
got into difficulties shortly after 
the storm struck . Some were of 
the belief that the vessel had do- 
veloped structural defects or a 
“faulty condition” of some other 
nature. 

Reports indicated the Sawarabi 
was ploughing head-on into the 
waves. It was believed possible wa- 
ter had poured in through the fun- 
nels and deluged the engine rooms. 
This would have rendered the craft 
helpless. 


FOR GASOLINE TAX REFUND 


North St. Louis Business Men 
Want Law Changed. 
A change in State law to provide 


| for refund to St. Louis and other 
Missouri municipalities of a por- 


tion of the State gasoline tax and 
motor license fees collected in them 
is being advocated by the North 
St. Louis Business Men's Associa- 
tion. A committee of the associa- 
tion has sent resolution forms to 
various organizations throughout 
the State, asking to have the reso- 
lution adopted and sent to members 
of the Legislature. 

Refund of about 25 per cent of 
the fees and tax collected in each 
city is suggested by the committee. 
It believes that the law might be 
changed to abolish existing mu- 
nicipal gasoline taxes and motor 
licenses, with corresponding in- 
creases in the State charges. The 
proposed refund to the towns 
would be for construction of streets.

Seized Territory Tokio Responds. With 
Plea of Self-Defense. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Dec. 6.—China called 
on the Assembly of the League of 
Nations today to denounce Japan 
as the aggressor in Manchuria, and 
Japan replied that the military oc- 
cupation of that vast province was 
an act of self-defense. 

Addressing the Assembly, W. W. 
Yen spoke for China. He declared 
Japan had broken “every multi- 
lateral treaty that has application 
to the Manchurian question, tram- 
pled upon the most sacred of the 
principles that govern international 
relations, and flouted the authority 
of the League.” 


Yosuke Matsuoka, the special 


counsel, spoke for Japan. He chal- 
lenged the findings of the Lytton 
commission which investigated 
Manchurian affairs for the League. 

“That we acted in self-defense,” 
he said, “is clear and warranted.” 
Matsuoka protested against the 
Chinese boycott as a hindrance to 
the promotion of international 
peace and co-operation. 

Denounces Chinese Boycott. 

“The boycott creates circum- 
stances which threaten good under-. 
standing between nations,” Matsu- 
oka said. He went back into the 
history of the last 10 years in an 
effort to show the Chinese have 
been provocative and hostile to- 
ward the Japanese and that dis- 
orders in China led to and justified 
the foreign Powers in sending mili- 
tary expeditions there. Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald of Great 
Britain, Premier Herriot of France, 
Foreign Minister von Neurath of 
Germany and Norman Davis of the 
United States were present to hear 
the charge and counter charge. 

Dr. Yen pointed to the Lytton re- 
port, which was before the Assem- 
bly and declared: “Japan deliber- 
ately and without provocation 
seized the three Eastern provinces 
(Manchuria) by both military force 
and political intrigue, not only in 
defiance of the authority of the 
League, but also in violation of the 
provisions of the covenant, the 
pact of Paris, and the nine-power 
treaty of Washington in the par- 
ticular provisions guaranteeing ter- 
ritorial and administrative integ- 
rity for China and enjoying the 
signatories to refrain from resort- 
ing to force for the settlement of 
international differences.” 

Action Asked of League. 

Dr. Yen asserted that Japan’s 
attitude toward the League’s efforts 
at settlement is “to propose con- 
ciliation, if you please, but to touch 
not Manchukuo.” The Chinese out- 
lined what he considered the 
League’s judgment should be. 

First, he said, the Assembly 
should declare that Japan had vio- 
lated the League covenant, the pact 
of Paris and the nine-power treaty; 
second, that the Assembly should 
call upon Japan to execute forth- 
with council resolutions, so that all 
Japanese troops shall be withdrawn 
into the (South Manchuria) Rail- 
way zone and that the so-called 
Manchukuo Government be dis- 
solved; and third, that the Assem- 
bly, pending dissolution of Man- 
chukuo, pledge itself not to recog- 
nize any situation, treaty or agree- 
ment, which may be brought about 
by means contrary to the covenant 
or the pact of Paris, and declare it 
will not recognize Manchukuo or 
enter into any relations with it; 
that the Assemb]ly make and pub- 
lish before a definite date and with- 
in the shortest possible time, a re- 
port for final settlement of the dis- 
pute as prescribed in Article 15, 
paragraph four, of the Covenant. 
(Article 15 provides for the arbitra- 
tion of disputes). 

Contradicts Lytton Report. 

Matsuoka missed none of the 
arguments which have become 
familiar in this long dispute. 

The real cause of the trouble in 
the East, he said, was “a lack of 
cohesion between the realities in 
China and the aspirations of the 
modern Chinese,” and the cure for 
that was assistance to China by the 
League in the logical progress, par- 
ticularly in the stabilization of Chi- 
na’s foreign relations. 

As for Manchukuo, the Japanese 


Government could not be held re- 
sponsible for its independence, he 
said, declaring that, “it is one thing 
to say that some officials interested 
themselves in an autonomy move- 


ment, and quite another to charge | 


that the Japanese Government is 
responsible for abetting the inde- 
pendence movement.” 

Before Manchukuo issued its dec- 
laration of independence Japan had 
no plans in that direction, he said. 
The first move came from the peo- 
ple and “contrary to the report of 
the ‘Lytton commission it was defi- 
nite and emphatic.” 

Reason for Recognition. 

Japan recognized Manchukuo’s 
independence because “we saw in 
it the advent of a civil government 
composed of reasonable men who 
understood the strategic and eco- 
nomic importance of the territory 
to Japan. We saw a promise of 
peace. We wanted peace. We did 
not and do not want Manchuria. 
We want only the preservation of 
our rights and intérests there.” 

He urged that the League give 
time for the natural development 
of “sound forces” in Manchuria, 
and declared that any suggestion 
for settlement of the dispute should 
st governed by these three princi- 
ples: 

“1. The terms must be such that 
they can be effectively put into 
operation and will accomplish and 
preserve peace in the Far East. 

“2. A way must be found to end 
disorder in China. 

“3. If the League evolves a plan 
of settlement the League must take 
upon itself the responsibility for 
execution of the plan. 

“Considering the actual condi- 
tions in China,” he warned, “that 
execution is likely to be costly and 
the League should have both the 
will and the means to make neces- 
Sary sacrifices. Is any member of 
the League ready to participate 


with others in such an undertak- 
ing?” 


JAPANESE PLAN FOR 
PEACE IN ORIENT 


(Copyright, 1932.) 
GENEVA, Dec. 6.—Yosuke Mat- 


suoka, Japanese delegate, disclosed 


today a far-reaching plan for the 
establishment of peace in the Far 
East. 

In an interview, he declared that 
on his way back to Japan from 
Geneva via the United States he 
wished to discuss the plan with 
President-elect Roosevelt. 

“There are three real Powers on 
the Pacific Ocean,” he said. “These 
are the United States, Russia and 
Japan. They are the ones who 
must make peace in the Orient. We 
need to establish mutual confidence 
to satisfy one another’s economic 
interests.” 

Such action would dispel the 
dread of a war on the Pacific, 
which is sometimes felt, he said. 

Matsuoka said when he passed 
through Moscow on the way to 
Geneva he talked with Soviet lead- 
ers, “making headway toward a 
satisfactory solution of our Pacific 
interests.” 

“It remains for me to do the same 
with Mr. Roosevelt,“ the Japanese 
diplomat said. “Japan has two 
dreads—the Russian and American 
imperialism. The latter, lively 20 
years ago, is slowly subsiding. But 
it still exists. Our fear of Russia 
is not diminished. When I was in 
Moscow and saw what the five-year 
plan had accomplished, I told the 
Soviet leaders that we see the 
Soviet principally as a formidable 
war machine.” 

Matsuoka declared he found the 
Soviet officials eager for a non- 
aggression pact with Japan and 
that he in turn wished settlement 
of the recognition problem and all 
other questions. 

Matsuoka added he thought the 
time now right for consolidating 
peace with Russia and making that 
peace more complete by also reach- 
ing an agreement with the United 
States. 


BOLIVIANS CHEER GEN. KUNDT 


German Tells Them He Will Lend 
“Strength to Army.” 

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 6—A 
crowd of 30,000 Bolivians yesterday 
cheered Gen. Hans Kundt, who 
said he came here from Germany 
to lend all his “strength to the 
army” and to contribute to “the 
defense of the rights of Bolivia in 
the Gran Chaco.” 

Soon after his arrival, Gen. 
Kundt appeared on the balcony of 
the presidential palace with Presi- 
dent Salamanca and addressed the 
crowd. He said “if justice exists 
Bolivia must triumph” in her dis- 
pute with Paraguay over posses- 
sion of the Chaco. He said he 
came “obeying a call made by the 
Government.”

OPENS REICHSTAG. 
WITH ATTACK ON 
VON HINDENBURG 


Gen. Litzmann, 82, Nazi, 
Declares Bolshevism 
Menaces Nation—Cheer- 
ed and Booed.

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—Gen. Karl Litz- 


mann, 82-year-old Nazi, opened the 
new Reichstag this afternoon with 
a tirade against President von Hin- 


denburg, shouting that history may 
curse him for driving the country 
into Bolshevism. 

“Hindenburg became the savior 
of Germany in November, 1914, 
with the assistance of Litzmann’s 
brigade of infantry at Lodz,” he 
cried. “That battle brought him a 
Field Marshal's baton. Today some- 
thing more important than a baton 
is at stake. 

“For Hindenburg it is a question 
of escaping the curse which history 
may lay upon him for having driv- 
en the German people into despair 
and delivering the country to Bol- 
shevism.” 

When he referred to Adolf Hitler 
as the greatest living German and 
the only man who could save the 
nation, the National Socialist mem- 
bers cheered and the Communists 
booed. The old General, elected 
because of the custom which ten- 
ders to the oldest member the priv- 


lege of becoming Speaker pro tem, 


wore all his war decorations. 
Chancellor von Schleicher, who 
assumed that office yesterday, was 
present for the opening, a decree of 
dissolution ready for use if he need- 
ed it. 

The Reichstag re-elected Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, one of Hit- 
ler’s chief lieutenants, as Speaker. 


SAME DUTY ON SUG7R SYRUP 
AS ON SUGAR IS UPHELD 


Action of U. S. Customs Court to 
Affect About $120,000,000 
in Duties. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The 


Customs Bureau yesterday was 


upheld by the United States Court 
of Customs in its assessment of the 
same duty on sugar syrup as on 
sugar. 

Although taken in a relatively 
minor case, the action will affect 
about $120,000,000 in sugar duties 
collected by the Government in 
normal times and prevent sugar 
importers from making syrup of 
sugar in foreign countries and 
bringing it into the United States 
as syrup at a duty of one-fourth 
cent a gallon. 

The controversy between the im- 
porters and the United States be- 
gan more than two years ago when 
large sugar companies had con- 
structed tank ships which would be 
loaded with sugar mixed with 
water and formaldthyde as a pre- 
servative and shipped into the 
United States as syrup. The duty 
on syrup was one-fourth cent a 
gallon, while the duty on sugar is 
one and three-fourths cents and 
up a pound, depending on polar- 
scopic content. 

The case decided yesterday was 
in the nature of a test case, brought 
by the Savannah Sugar Refining 
Corporation. It sought to over- 
throw a ruling of the bureau hold- 
ing the syrup must be rated as 
sugar. The Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals affirmed the deci- 
sion of the Customs Court in New 
York which found in favor of the 
bureau.

Leaving Warm Springs at 5 
o' clock, Gov. Roosevelt is expected 
to arrive in Washington at 1:30 p. 
m. Wednesday. There he will pick 
up James A. Farley, chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Farley, and then the 
train will go on to Jersey City. 

Yesterday brought Gov. Roose- 
velt numerous visitors from Geor- 
gia and other states.

PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY XT 
EARNS 7 PCT. ON $10,900,000 


This Sum Compares With $43,000,000 Suggest- 
ed by Security Holders as Sale Price 
to City. 


A new measure of the earning 
power of the Public Service Co., 
operating the street cars and yel- 
low busses, is afforded by operat- 
ing reports recently filed by the 
company with the Public Service 
Commission at Jeffersen City in 
connection with an application for 
continuation of present fares. 

On the basis of these reports, the 
company’s return from the opera- 
tion of transportation service will 
amount to about $763,130 for the 
year 1932. This is a 7 per cent re- 
turn on about $10,900,000. 0 

The figures are pertinent in vie 
of the consideration given by the 
city’s Joins Transportation Com- 
mittee to the possible acquisition 
of parts of the company’s property 
for inclusion in a municipal transit 
system. The Board of Aldermen in 
adopting a report of a special com- 
mittee and creating .the present 
Joint Commfttee gave approval to 
the principle 6f a municipally own- 
ed system. The present committee 
was given the job of working out 
a practicable plan. It has before 
it a report of a sub-committee stat- 
ing that acquisition of existing 
transit facilities should be consid- 
ered only on the basis of earning 
power for transportation purposes. 

The company’s total operating 
revenue in the first 10 months of 
this year was $10,921,446. Operat- 
ing expense, exclusive of taxes and 
depreciation, was $7,926,935. The 
amount set up for taxes was $1,- 
074,932 and for depreciation, 31, 
283,617. Deducting operating ex- 
penses, taxes and depreciation from 
the total operating revenue leaves 
$635,962, which is the return for the 
10 months. 

If the business should continue 
on the same basis for the last two 


months of the year, the return for 
the year would be $763,153. Capi- 
talizing this return at 7 per cent 
gives a valuation of $10,902,000. This 
compares with a valuation of $63,- 
500,000 allowed by the Public Ser- 
vice Commission when it fixed the 
present basis of fares, which it was 
calculated would give the company 
a return of 7.14 per cent. 

The company’s return for this 
year has dropped sharply from that 
of last year, when it earned $1,- 
703,726. The 1931 earnings, capi- 
talized at 7 per cent, amounted to 
a return on a valuation of $24,- 
338,900. 

A subcommittee of the Joint 
Transportation Committee ecently 
reported that the city should not 
consider paying more than $25,- 
000,000 for the street car and bus 
properties, but the Joint Committee 
last week voted to discard the fig- 
ure, as it was not sure the proper- 
ties were worth anything like that 
amount. 

In the recent tax assessment val- 
uation of the company’s property 
by the State Board of Equalization, 
its busses were valued at less than 
four-tenths of 1 per cent of the 
total property. 

A committee representing the se- 
curity holders of the company re- 
cently proposed a tentative plan 
for sale to the city at a price of 
about $43,000,000. This was rejected 
last week. 

The compagpy’s return of $635,962 
for the 10 months does not include 
non-operating income of $36,436. It 
is calculated, also, before payment 
of interest on borrowed capital.

Delegates to Geneva Con- 
ference Indicate They 
Will Oppose Proposals in 
Their Present Form.

GENEVA, Switzerland, Dec. 6-— 
Proposals otfered by the American 
delegation to the world disarma- 


ent form not acceptable to Ger- 
many, German delegates indicated 
shortly after statesmen from five 
leading nations resumed their con- 
versations this afternoon. 

The Davis plan, as it is known, 
taking its name from Norman 
Davis, the American. delegate to 
the world disarmament conference, 
is based on the “necessity for im- 
mediate action.” 

The American idea is to conclude 
a convention dealing exclusively 
with disarmament. It would scale 
down arms immediately and pro- 
vide a permanent commission to 


| work out other details. 


The conversations among the five 
Powers began in the hotel room of 
Prime Minister MacDonald of 
Great Britain. Present also were 
Davis, Baron Konstantin von Neu- 
rath, Foreign Minister of Germany, 
Premier Edouard Herriot of France 
and Baron Pompeo Aloisi of Italy, 
a vice-president of the League As- 
sembly. 

The conversations followed an in- 
formal meeting last night, and were 
begun early in order that a recess 
could be taken to permit the par- 
ticipants to attend the special ses 
sion of the League Assembly consid- 
ering the Chinese-Japanese dispute 
over Manchuria. 

The conference lasted an hour 
and a quarter. The principal act 
was that of handing Baron von 
Neurath a brief resume of Davis’ 
views on provisional solution of the 
armament problem. Baron von 
Neurath thanked Davis and asked 
time to study the document and 
communicate with Berlin. This was 
agreed to. 

The conversations were inter- 
rupted to allow those present to go 
to the assembly. Four of them 
went as delegates, while Davis 
went as a spectator. The talks on 
disarmament were resumed later 
in the day. ; 

After the meeting Premier Her- 
riot restated the French position 
on the disarmament problem, 
which makes recognition of Ger- 
many’s demand for equality in law 
conditional on guarantees of se- 
curity. 

“The more security that is ase 
sured,” Herriot said, “means the 
more equality that can be recog- 
nized. 

Asked if the conversations were 
tending toward a solution of the 
difficulty, the Premier said: “Oh, 
no. It is too early to say that.”

Our Wandering Army of Boys. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F the many threatening tragedies of 

these depression years, few (if in- 
adced any) loom more ominously on the 
horizon than the growing army of no- 
madic boys, who, without jobs and with- 
out supporting homes, are wandering 
over the country keeping themselves alive 
by whatever means the law of self-pres- 
ervation may prescribe. In a public 
statement, Newton D. Baker estimated 
their number at 200,000. Confidential 
corrections of this figure by dependable 
persons closely associated with relief 
work make the number 400,000. That 
the number is increasing from day to 
day no one seems to doubt. 

Left to themselves for some months. 
there are destined to become the Ameri- 
can version of the “wild children” of the 
Russian revolutionary period. When the 
peace in Russia made it possible for the 
Government to inaugurate a constructive 
program, many of the children who had 
been forced into vagabondage had be- 
come so habituated to the new life as to 
de irretrievable. Is it conceivable that 
we Americans are still so lacking in the 
sense of social solidarity (‘“brotherhood,” 
if you prefer) that we will stand by and 
marh time while this horror is re-enact- 
ed? 

First of all is needed a survey of the 
families in the community in order that 
steps may be taken to prevent the forced 
“release” of other boys. Secondly, the 
situation calls for a radical change in 
police methods. To order these boys to 
move along may be the easiest way for 
the police department; but it solves 
nothing. What is needed, if a solution 
is to be found for this problem, is a re- 
turn of the boys to the county or city 
from which they set out. Thirdly, in the 
home community enough aid must be 


port the boys in their homes. If the boys 
are without homes, camps or residences 
ot some sort must be provided. Fourthly, 
every one of these boys is entitled to a 
place in the educational scheme. With 
90 many teachers unemployed, simple 
community, camp or residence schools 
could be organized at little expense. 
Here is a serious situation in which 
even a modicum of rational and timely 
action will prevent many years of har- 
rying struggie with belated cures and 
incnrabies.

Lacking six votes of a two-thirds majority, 
Garner resolution to repeal the eighteenth amendment 
has failed in the House. Though it was opposed by 
33 renegade Democrats elected last month on the Chi- 
cago platform, it was beaten by the lame ducks, who 
cast 81 votes against it. Repudiated by the people 
at the polls, they have in turn repudiated the man- 
date of the people in the lame duck session. 

Seventeen states of the Union have adopted the 
Norris amendment to do away with the lame duck 
session of Congress. The action of the House yester 
day is a sufficient commentary upon this political 
evil. It should speed adoption of the Norris amend- 
ment. 

The lame duck session is a denial] of democracy, an 
anachronism which has no place in the public affairs 
of a free people. It has deprived them of the greatest 
of all political expedients, to get needful things done 
quickly. That it could operate to defy the will of 
the people as it did in the House yesterday is a suffi- 
cient indictment of it as a dead hand, a compelling 
reason why the people should ask deliverance from it. 

It is unlikely now that there will be any action on 
prohibition before the new Congress convenes. The 
old Congress has had its chance and failed. There 
is no certainty that it will repent. It has neither 
the honesty nor the hardihood of such prohibition 
leaders as Dr. Daniel A. Poling, chairman of the 
Allied Forces for Prohibition, who believes it re 
pugnant to American institutions that a small seg- 


the many. 

That six men could stand between the House and 
adoption of the repeal resolution is abominable. There 
is no warrant for it in any of the election returns 
of a month ago. It has enormously complicated an 
action which might have been straight-out and above- 
board, a clear acceptance of a popular mandate. The 
thing to do is to reconsider, but the House has not 
yet consented to reconsider. 

The 81 lame ducks who voted against the resolu- 
tion have violated the greatest of all obligations 
upon the representatives of the people in Congress 
by resorting to subterfuge and avoidance in a move- 
ment which had the approval of 46 of the 48 states 
in the latest Literary Digest poll, in which wet ma- 
jorities were elected in November to both the House 
and Senate, and in which even North Carolina, one 
of the two dissenting states in the Digest poll, elected 
a Democratic opponent of prohibition to the Senate. 

The action of the lame duck House, if yesterday’s 
vote on the resolution was final, makes impera- 
tive a special session of the new Congress in March, 
a needless expense at a time when the country is cry- 
ing for economy. It is unfortunate that the obduracy 
of a disgruntled and repudiated minority should so 
resort to constitutional trickery in disobedience of 
the country’s wish. 

The action of this little group of lame ducks, if 
persisted in, would make it impossible for the repeal 
resolution to go before the Legislatures of 41 states 
meeting in January. It will delay perhaps for two 
years repeal of the eighteenth amendment, return of 
the liquor issue to the states, the regeneration of 
American politics, and restoration of revenues of 
which the nation and almost every community in it 
are in terrible need. 

The most immediate promise of the greatest and 
most widespread revolt we have ever had at the polls 
has been defeated by men who already stand dis- 
missed from puBlic confidence. 

The lame duck session is a disgrace to American 
democracy. [Ironically enough, it has crowned a 
long career of evil by one good deed— 

It has signed its own death warrant. 


A START. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Brooks, tired of 
idle talk about widening Third street, has done some 
thing about it. Following a trip to Washington, 
where he oonsulted Treasury officials, he will ask 
Congressman Cochran to introduce a bill to sell the 
old Custom House to the city. Acquisition of the site 
on which this old building stands is a necessary pre- 
liminary to the project, and the extraordinary method 
of obtaining legislative consent is occasioned by the 
fact that Government property cannot be condemned 
in the usual way. Director Brooks will also recom- 
mend a condemgation ordinance for the widening. 

Unless something is done soon to make Third 
street usable as a main artéry, we shall have the 
absurd spectacle of downtown St. Louis surrounded 
on three sides by wide boulevards such as 1 
traffic demands, and the fourth side almost as primi- 
tively impassable as it was when Chouteau landed 
here. Meantime, the deterioration of lower down- 
town property values, affecting the prosperity of the 
whole city, will continue. But it is hardly necessary 
to labor the point that Third street widening is desir- 
able. Anyone with the slightest knowledge of the 
downtown street plan is fully cognizant of it. 

What we need to do now is to cut through lethargy 
and red tape and get the job done. Director Brooks 
has made a good start, and should have the full co- 
operation of the Board of Public Service, the Board 
of Aldermen and downtown property-owners. 
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MEDICAL FACILITIES FOR ALL. - 

The report of the Commission on Medical Educa- 
tion, just issued, adds evidence and confirmation 
to that of the Committee on the Costs of Medical 
Care, which appeared last week. The former body, 
formed in 1925 by the Association of Medical Col- 
leges, reports a paradox: a surplus of physicians in 
the country as a whole, and a lack of them in remote 
communities. The report recommends paying salaries 
to physicians in those districts, to make it possible 


report had said: 


Sach rural areas, or those of low economic re- 
sources, where suitable medical service is not | 
now obtainable at a reasonable cost, should sub- 
sidize physicians, or employ salaried physicians 
to furnish general medical service to residents 
of the area. 

The attractions that concentrate physicians too 
heavily in the cities are obvious. The comforts of 
life are centered there, and greater opportunity exists 
to build up a lucrative practice. Yet it is in country 
communities and poorer districts that the crying need 
for medical service now exists. The sanitation of 
cities has so improved and medical services there 
have been so broadened that the country in the last 


healthful locality. It is in rural districts that such 
diseases as trachoma, malaria, typhoid fever, hook- 
worm and pellagra are most commonly found, Yet’ 
these districts have been notoriously neglected in the | 
spread of health facilities. 
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no professional medical care whatever. If the sur- 
plus of doctors could be so distributed as to reach 
this group of potential patients, the problem would 
be solved. In many instances, however, it is the 
cost of medical care rather than its inaccessibility 
that creates this condition. As a remedy, this group’s 
proposal for community medical centers is worthy of 
the closest study. The present methods have failed 
to reach all in need of medical attention, and evolu- 
tion to a new system is in progress. 


END OF AN ILL-STARRED ADVENTURE. 

When the armed forces of the United States leave 
Nicaragua at the close of this year, it will be the 
end of an ill-starred adventure. Not more so, per- 
haps, than the similar adventure we have had in 
Haiti; but certainly sorry enough to warrant hope 
that nothing of the sort shall happen again in Amer- 
ican history. 

The extravagance of government and the plight 
to which taxpayers have been reduced by public waste 
have no better example than the case of Nicaragua. 
The American investment in that country, as of 
Jan. 1, 1982, was $15,648,700. The cost of maintain- 

American marines there from 1927 to the end of 

year, when they will be withdrawn, is estimated 
at Marine Corps Headquarters in Washington at 
$6,076,084. This estimate, rendered in response to a 
request from Congressman Cochran, is over and above 
what it would have cost to maintain the marines in 
this country. : 

Thus, to safeguard a $15,000,000 investment, we 
have spent in five years some $6,000,000, or two-fifths 
of the whole investment. If we did all our foreign 
financing at that ratio, the more than 15 billion 
dollars which America has invested abroad would 
cost the taxpayers in excess of a billion a year. 

The Nicaraguan adventure reduced dollar di- 
plomacy to an absurdity. We first paid $3,000,000 
for the right to build a canal across Nicaragua. 
When American bankers moved to finance the coun- 
try’s development, we offered this canal right as a 
reason for sending our armed forces to protect these 
investments. At one time we lent the Nicaraguan 
Government $1,000,000 to put down insurrection. We 
were ourselves the cause of insurrection, and have 
been ever since, as long ago as 1909, we entered upon 
the policy of civilizing Nicaragua “with a Krag.” 

The outcome has been farcical. We were never able 
to subdue Sandino, who declared that he would fight 
as long as our armed forces remained on Nicaraguan 
soll. We undertook to give the country fair elections, 
and the last one reSulted in elevating to the presi- 
dency the very man we had for six years kept out 
of power by force. 

The relations between the United States and Nic- 
aragua from this time on ought to be those of two 


; 


civilized nations. American investors in that coun- 


try should enjoy the protection of Nicaragua, just as 
they expect to enjoy the protection of every other 
country into which they venture. To follow our in- 
vestments with our armed forces and try to make 
them good is impracticable. The story of Nicaragua 
proves it. 

We have not the least doubt that Nicaragua will 
respect our treaty rights, including the right to build 
a canal across the country when we get ready to do 
it. We have in the end given ourselves the best 
possible assurance that Nicaragua will respect our 
rights by respecting hers.

Some time ago a Mrs. Randolph Frothingham, 
speaking for the Woman Patriot Corporation, pro- 
tested the admission to the country of Germany’s 
famous scientist, Dr. Albert Einstein, who, she said, 
was affiliated with all the communistic organizations 
extant, was a good deal more dangerous chap than 
Comrade Stalin and whose presence was pretty sure 
to warp the ark of the covenant and might even blow 
over that admirable pergola. 

The State Department, it seems, forwarded Mrs. 
Frothingham’s caveat to our consular agents, one of 
whom, the official in the Berlin office, was impressed 
with the gravity of the remonstrance. So when Dr. 
Einstein applied at the agency for a-visa, he was put 
through the whole consular quiz. Meekly amiable at 
first, the doctor finally got mad when directly asked, 
“Are you a communist or an anarchist?’ and declined 
to “answer such silly questions.”

The Year of Liquidation 


a WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. 
OR all practical purposes, the Roosevelt 
F administration began yesterday. Mr. 
Roosevelt is not yet in office. His Con- 
gress is not yet sworn in. But the actual 
responsibility, as distinguished from the 
legal and theoretical, already rests upon the 
Democrats. What is done and left undone 
now during this short session will to a 
very large degree determine the conditions 
under which the new administration lives 
and moves and has its being. 


It is, therefore, necessary that the Demo- 
~ eratic high command should arrive at clear 


conceptions of the situation it faces. If it 
does not do this, it will find itself at the 
mercy of incalculable and unexpected forces, 
and, like the present administration, it will 
be compelled to resort to one improvisation 
after another to meet one emergency after 
another. 

The guiding principle of the present ad- 
ministration has been that the post-war 
structure of debts and prices was essential- 
ly normal and sound, that the depression 
was a temporary interruption and that re- 
covery consisted in maintaining by artificial 
means as large a part of the debt structure 
as possible in the hope that the level of 
prices would rise again to support it. That 
principle is no longer credible. 


* * „ 


The conclusion is unavoidable that prices 
cannot be restored to the level of the Cool- 
idge era, even though they might very well 
rise somewhat from the depths to which 
they have been driven by depression and 
panic. If that premise is granted, and it is 
difficult to see how any other premise can 
be adopted, the time is at hand when the 
process of recovery calls for the further 
readjustment of debts and other fixed 
charges to prices at something like the pre- 
war level. 

This readjustment has already made some 
pragress in the world. A considerable num- 
ber of producers, both industrial and agri- 
cultural, have already reorganized their af- 
fairs to a degree which makes it possible 
for them to resume profitable enterprize as 
soon as purchasing power reappears. Cer- 

e tain of the worst maladjustments between 
nations have been corrected, through the 
abolition of reparations, by the grinding 
method of default, by the change in export 
and import balances between creditor and 
debtor nations. This progress has already 
been reflected in a very modest but clear 
improvement of trade. But the improvement 
is slow ‘and remain inadequate, be- 
cause in large sections of the world econo- 
my, the pressure of debts and fixed charges

Similar conditions exist in many other 
places at vital points in the world economy. 
There can be little doubt left that the deep- 
est difficulty of the British economic sys- 
tem is the attempt of labor and capital to 
sustain fixed charges at a level so high that 
enterprise is unprofitable, and this difficulty 
has not yet been corrected by the deprecia- 
tion of sterling in terms of gold. In Ger 
many, the load of private debt, even after 
the abolition of reparations, is still oppres- 
sive, and a readjustment of this debt is 
unmistakably indicated as necessary to Ger- 
man recovery. In Central Europe, the con- 
dition is the same. In South America, there 
is no likelihood that the prices of the raw 
materials produced there can be made to 
rise to a point where the whole mass of in- 
debtedness, excessive even in boom times, 
can be preserved. A readjustment, already 
prophesied by the prices of South Ameri- 
can securities, is plainly in prospect. 

In this total situation, the war debts are a 
most conspicuous element. By one means 
or another, by default or by drastic re- 
vision downward, they are about to disap- 
pear, and no power on earth can keep them 
intact much longer. 

If this is the true situation, then 1933 is 


the year of liquidation. The Roosevelt ad- 


ministration will preside over a reduction of 
debts and fixed charges by which the pro- 
ductive forces of the world will liberate 
themselves from the accumulated mistakes 
of the war and the post-war Inflation.

STEEL MADE AS SOFT 
AS SHAVING CREAM 


Prof. Jauncey, Washington U., 
Describes Effects of Very 
High Pressure. 


How steel is made as soft as 
shaving cream and the electrical 
conducting powers of a metal are 
imparted to phosphorus was de- 


scribed today in a lecture on “The 
Physics of High Pressure” by G. 
E. M. Jauncey, professor of physics 
at Washington University, before 
the St. Louis Electrical Board of 
Trade at luncheon in Hotel Statler. 

Recent advances in achieving 
high pressures in the laboratory 
have made these things possible. 
Pressures of from 300,000 to 400,000 
pounds a square inch can now be 
obtained. To give an idea of how 
tremendous such pressures were, 
Prof. Jauncey reminded his audi- 
ence that the normal atmospheric 
pressure was only 15 pounds a 
square inch, that in a locomotive 
boiler only 500 pounds, and that at 
the deepest spot in the ocean—six 
miles down—only 14,000 pounds a 
square inch. 

“We are beginning to approach 
the pressures which exist in the 
interior of the earth, the moon 
and stars,” he said, ‘and we can 
now examine substances which 
exist there under their approx- 
imate pressures.’ 

High pressures are achieved in 
the laboratory by using a succes- 
sion of cylinders with small bores 
within each other. Theoretically an 
infinite amount of pressure could 
thus be obtained but it is naturally 
impossible to construct apparatus 
strong enough. The danger that 
apparatus will break at the high 
pressures is already so great that 
the experimenter must work be- 
hind steel armor to protect him- 
self, in the event of an accident, 
from the pieces of the apparatus 
which would pierce him with the 
speed of bullets. 

The substance under pressure is 
always immersed in a liquid, usual- 
ly a mixture of water and glyce- 
rine. Water alone would turn to 
ice at the high pressure, in fact, 
at that ae it would remain 
ice even at a temperature of 212 
degrees Fahrenheit, the normal 
boiling point. Leakage in appara- 
tus is prevented by using \ lead 
washers which, taking on the con- 
sistency ot tooth paste, caulk up 
every possible hole. 

Most of the recent developments 
in this field of physics have been 
achieved under P. W. Bridgman in 
the new Harvard laboratories. 
Prof. Jauncey’s main work lies in 
researches in X-ray, which he has 
conducted for 12 years at Wash- 
ington. He is a graduate of the 
University of Adelaide, Australia.

A series of slams to Lewis’ chin 
that were voted unorthodox by Ref- 
eree Eddie Forbes ended the fea- 
ture offering. After the third sock, 
John Evko, one of Lewis’ grappling 
partners, came bounding from no- 
where through the ropes to help his 
boss. Lewis turned on John like an 
irate mother cat turns on a kitten 
straying from her litter. He shooed 
Evko into a neutral corner and 
through the ropes. John wore a 
bathrobe over his wrestling togs, 
ready to go on in a preliminary. 

In his dressing room, where he 
was visited by Jim Londos and oth- 
ers of the Londos faction, Steele ex- 
plained that it was his first expe- 
rience on a New York mat with a 
referee who objected to a little 
thing like a punch to the chin. A 
colleague intimated that Evko 
came through the ropes to “save” 
Lewis. Steele sat on a chair wait- 
ing for a doctor to take a stitch 
in a nasty cut under his chin. 

Match Draws $13,038. 

It will take more than a stitch 
to sew up the harm done to heavy- 
weight wrestling in this sector by 
the unsatisfactory finish. The 
principals, the referee and judges 
were notified to be on hand at to- 
day’s commission meeting. The 
gros gate at popular prices was 
$13,038. 

Referee Eddie Forbes waved 
Steele to his corner as a signal that 
Lewis was the winner. “I told 
Steele after the third punch he 
landed that if he did it again I 
would disqualify him.. Lewis ought 
to be in the ring—he sure has an 
iron chin. I don’t know how he 
stood up under em,“ said Forbes 
in giving his version of the dra- 
matic climax. 

It would seem as if the civil war 
that has been raging between Jim 
Londos and Jack Curley cliques has 
only just begun. The arena last 
night was a rendézvous for grap- 
plers from all over the country. 
They had congregated to see a real 
wrestling match, and until the 
pugilistic ending, they were not 
disappointed. 

Lewis Has Edge. 

As far as it went, Lewis forced 
the issue and looked the better 
man. The weights were announced 
as 240 for the “Strangler” and 215 
for Steele, but Ed loomed much 
bigger than that to the naked eye. 
Lewis was first to bound through 
the ropes a few minutes before 9 
o'clock. He was attended by Mar- 
in Plestina. Steele came up the 
steps in the opposite corner second- 
ed by Renato Gardini. 

Both were barefooted to enable 
them to get better purchase on the 
canvas. After the handshaking the 
neighbors from Glendale, Cal., be- 
gan operations. Lewis crowded 
Steele, who circled around. After 
six minutes of action, Ed got a 
bear hug on Ray, who Struggled 
out of it, pushing Lewis’ chin away 
with one hand as he backed and 
ducked under. Lewis kept crowd- 
ing the smaller man trying for a 
waist-lock (bear hug) or side chan- 
cery (head lock). 

Lewis wound his chunky arms 
around Steele's body for a second 
time at the 11-minute mark and 
Steele slipped under and kept mov- 
ing, with Lewis in pursuit. At 16 
minutes, Lewis feinted and again 
got Steele in a trap, but once more 
Ray struggled loose and slipped 
away.

Track Owners Trembling. 


N OD AT will be an uneasy one 


in Illinois racing circles and, 
more particularly, among Fair- 
mount track stockholders. The 
Michel racing bill, which recent- 
ly passed both houses of the 
Legislature, is now up to the 
Governor, who has until tonight 
to sign or veto the measure. His 
signature will assure all Illinois 
‘race tracks an increase in ‘the 
amount to be taken out of the 
betting pool of two cents on each 
dollar, raising the total “takeout” 
to 8% per cent. Under the 
existing law it is 6%. 

As concerns the Chicago tracks 
it means that their daily taxes 
will’ be raised from $2500 to 
$3500, but that their average 
daily earnings from the pool will 
climb from §13,000 a day. te 
$17,000—a net gain in income of 
$4000 daily.

To Fairmount, which averaged 
around $80,000 daily in the bet- 
ting pool, the change will have 
the effect of adding $1600 a day 
to its income, since it is not af- 
fected by the $1000 daily tax in- 
crease that applies in communi- 
ties of 1,000,000 persons or over.

Fairmount officials have de- 
clared that the $2500 daily tax 
assessed against it was too great 
to be borne by a small track and 
had asked a reduction of $1000. 
This was twice refused. Under 
the Michel bill it will gain a vir- 
tual reduction in its taxes of 
$1600 daily, which is $600 more 
than it asked.

OWEVER, a Chicago morn- 

ing newspaper, in an article 
last week, pointed out that the 
increase of 2 per cent in the 
takeout will give the Chicago 
tracks a combined increase in 
revenue of $640,000 a season. on 
the average, and W net the 
emergency relief commission 
only $160,000. It by inference 
conveys the thought that the bill

Standardize Betting. 


INCE the nation seems in a 

decidedly uncertain attitude 
on the subject of race track bet- 
ting, and betting in general, it 
is almost time a national conven- 
tion be held to determine just 
what kind of betting is legal and 
what kind objectionable, and 
standardize the definition. 

In Missouri, which is an anti- 
betting State, we have race 
tracks on which there is betting 
and we have handbook betting; 
in Illinois, under legalized bet- 
ting conditions, some of the 
tracks can’t afford to operate. 
because the State takes too big 
a bite out of its income. 

In most states where horses 
can race legally under pari-mu- 
tuel conditions, it is held illegal 
for dogs to race, under the same 
betting conditions. 

With a little consistency and 
an injection of common sense the 
whole mess could be cleared up 
with profit to the State, the pub- 
lic and the promoter.

The Federal Reserve condition 
statement of weekly reporting 
member banks showed further im- 
provement in credit, due to the un- 
usual showing of banks in New 
York. Although banks in other 
districts reduced their loans and 
investments by $43,000,000, there 
was an increase of $112,000,000 in 
such items by New York Federal 
Reserve member banks, thus re- 
cording for the system as a whole 
a net increase of $69,000,000. 

Bankers said that such a move- 
ment was not unusual in periods 
of extreme money ease, a fact to 
which the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank review called attention 
last September in a special study 
of money movements covering @ 
period of about 70 years. 

Net demand deposits of the sys- 
tem as a whole continued their 
sharp upward climb, gaining $186, 
000,000. Time and Government de- 
posits declined by $32,000,000, but 
another upward tilt was ‘expected 
to appear soon in the Government 
deposit item incident to Dec. 15

GERMAN NATIONAL INCOME 
IN 1931 WAS BELOW 1913 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—A report 
to the Commerce Department from 
official records, discloses that Ger- 
many’s national income is now be- 
low the 1913 level. 

For 1931, the national income in 
Germany was estimated at $15,- 
176,000,000, compared with $17,212,- 
000,000 in 1930, and $17,879,000,000 
in 1929, it was reported. The Ger- 
man marks have been transplanted 
into American dollars at the rate 
of 23.82 cents to the Reichsmark. 

On the basis of 1928 purchasing 
power, taking the national incoine 
of 1913 a sthe basis of 100, the of- 
ficial index showed the year 1928 
regisetred 109; 1930 at 104, and 1931 
at 92. The year 1913 is generally 
taken as a base in Germany since 
it was the peak year of an unward 
economic trend in that country. 

Private incomes in Germany in 
1931 totaled $14,111,000,000 as com- 
pared with $16,414,000,000 in 1930 
and $17,586,000,000 in 1929. Average 
per capita income of all employed 
was $342 in 1931, $408 In 1930 and 
$445 in 1929. , 


Bankers“ Acceptances Rates. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Rates on 
bankers’ acceptances were cut Mon- 
day % of 1 per cent for all ma- 
turities, establishing a new mini- 
mum rate structure in the accep- 
tance market and placing maturi- 
ties up to 90 days on a %-% per 
cent basis. Banks will now get a 
return on bills slightly less than 
the .47 per cent return actually be- 
ing paid on demand deposits less 
the reserve portion on which no 
interest is disbursed. The action 
was no surprise inasmuch as some 
dealers have been shading rates for 
about two months past on choice 
names.

Denies Yale Critic’s Assertion 
That Mother ‘Misrepresent- 
ed’ Author,

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6—Ju- 
lian Hawthorne, son of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, American author, de- 


nied the allegations of Prof. Ran- 
dall Stewart of Yale University that 
the elder Hawthorne’s character 
was “seriously misrepresented” 
through censorship of his note- 
books by Julian’s mother before 
they were published. 

“What does the Professor hope 
for?” Hawthorne denianded. “He 
could not have barked up a more 
barren tree.” Then he added more 
gently, “but my time for spanking 
children is long since over.” 

Julian Hawthorne is 86 years old. 
He drew on memories of his child- 
hood to reply to Prof. Stewart's as- 
sertions that the elder Hawthorne 
was “indolent” and used language 
in his writings which might have 
offended. 

“Nathaniel Hawthorne has been 
abundantly described and analyzed 
and nothing important about him 
remains to be discussed,” he said, 
“as to his indolence, he had one of 
the best pair of legs in New En- 
gland in his time, and he used them 
well. He was a constant walker 
and went fast.

Afraid to Show Fear. 


PSYCHIATRIST relates the 
interesting case of a little boy 
who was afraid to show that 
he was afraid. 

At home, where his parents were 
very strict and severe with him, he 
was merely an obnormally quiet, 
obedient child. There was nothing 
otherwise very remarkable about 
his behavior. 

But on his visits to the home of 
his grandparents his behavior un- 
derwent a fantastic change. Here 
with the grandparents whom he 
loved, and by whom he was treated 


amounted to indulgence, the most 
extraordinary fearfulness came to 
light. 

He would crawl up into the attic, 
bar the door and hide there all 
day, regardless of hunger and 
thirst. The windows of his room he 
insisted upon keeping tightly shut, 
with curtains drawn so that no 
one might see in. 

He even rigged up an ingenious 
system by which he should be 
warned if anyone set foot upon the 
stairway leading to his room. 

The psychiatrist who made a 
complete study of the child found 
that although he continually suf- 
fered from the most acute fears, 
he was afraid even to take meas- 
ures against those fears when liv- 
ing with his parents. He feared 
his parents more than he feared 
the fears which filled his mind and 
paralyzed his thoughts and actions. 

Removed to an environment less 
répressive, he dared to act accord- 
ing to these feelings. 

The story suggests how little we 
may know of our children’s inner 
lives, merely because we force 
them to conform to a conventional 
pattern of behavior. 

In conformity achieved by very 
great severity, there lies always 
the danger that we may fail to see 
what might be important timely 
warnings of mental and emotional 
difficulty. —

HE old Sufi poets had a

One knows not which is. the 
more astonishing, the brutality 
or the callousness of men in 
days of old.

The Two No Trump Opening Bid. 

My conception of the best em- 
ployment for this bid is that it 
may be of a gambling nature when 
the partner is very weak in so far 
as scratching out a game is con- 
cerned; but that when partner is 
comparatively strong, under which 
conditions there is no doubt what- 
ever about making a game and 
generally over-tricks as well, any 
resulting slam developments should 
be on a definite basis, with no more 
“eamble” involved than in slams 
arrived at by the other bidding 
processes which have already been 
explained to you. 

My Theory of Gambling Bids. 

So far, perhaps, I have stressed 
precision and safety in constructive 
bidding with too little consideration 
of the chance-taking aspect of the 
game. This may be because I be- 
lieve that the best opportunities 
for audacity in bidding for doubt- 
ful games are in connection with 
no-trump contracts. The player 
who is hardly ever set a trick in 
a game’ contract voluntarily as- 
sumed is an under-bidder who is 
losing many points through lack of 
courage or of vision. There is still 
less excuse if he or she is a good 
player of cards, able to profit by 
mistakes in the defensive leads and 
plays of the opponents, or to dis- 
cern the gifts they may be hand- 
ing out through bad discarding. 
How the Ranking Expert Shows 

His Class. 

In the 1932 congress of the Amer- 
ican Whist League, John H. Law, 
Bridge Editor of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, played South in the 
auction pair championship. The 
following hand he naturally played 
with hearts as trumps. 

4K94 
91098532 


The queen of clubs was led, and 
the declarer could see that the 
hand was a spread of six-odd if 
West held the ace of spades, other- 
wise only five-odd would be made 
if the spade play were tried un- 
successfully. Johnny Law was not 
content to accept average on the 
hand. He made a try for six-odd 
even if the ace of spades were held 
by East. A pseudo-squeeze was the 
weapon he selected—and it worked. 
Winning the first lead in dummy, 
he led out five rounds of trumps. 
East discarded safely three times— 
then unwisely let go one of his dia- 
monds. Thereupon declarer led two 
rounds of diamonds, ruffled the 
third round with Dummy’s last 
trump, got back to his own hand 
with the ace of clubs, and Ted the 
last diamond. His own holdings 
were then the two of spades and 
the six of clubs. West had to dis- 
card from the jack of clubs and 
the queen and eight of spades. 
Completely fooled by the, declarer’s 
failure to ruff any losing clubs 
when he could so easily and safely 
have done so, he concluded the de- 
clarer had only spades left—and 
threw away the club jack. East 
naturally had no club left in his 
hand, so South’s 6 of clubs won the 
twelfth trick.
